In a spetch fU Canton, O., Senator 
Foraker stated that, in hla estimation It 
Is without precedent, or at least with¬ 
out any se.vo what he considers a bad 
one, for the President of the United 
Btates to take a hand In a fight for the 
nomination of hlr, successor. He ex¬ 
plained his .ntcUude toward the Presi¬ 
dent. denying hostility, and incident¬ 
ally threw’ down the gauntlet to **any ' 
bo^•s. big or little, in the State of Ohio !

New York. April lO.-Harry Kendall 
Thaw's fate is in the hands of tho 
Jury. The trial came to an end at 
6; IT o’clock this afternoon, when the 
twelve men who are to pass upon Stan¬ 
ford While’s slayer retired to deliberate 
upon a verdict. 

After considering the case for an 
hour and a half the jury was taken to 
the Broadway Central Hotel for dinner 
and In the meanthno Justice FHzgerald 
adjourned court until 9 o’clock. 

In llie life of Harry Thaw this day 
will v;o down ns Ihe most trying he 
has ever experienced. From the open¬ 
ing of court until the Jury retired, the 
fates dealt unmercifully with him. 
Beginning with District Attorney Je¬ 
rome’s fln^I argument and throughout 
the Judge’s charge Thaw had to Uateo 
to a scathing attack upon his choructor 
and to a narrative drawn from the evi¬ 
dence. which was meant to stxlp hisi| 
dee4s of the halo of chlvalrtc glory 
which his own attorneys had thrown 
about them. ^ ^ ^ 

The Judge’s Charge. 

The Judge's charge, lasting about an 
hour, was a concise outline of the lasv. 
and gave to the jury tho alternative of 
rendering any one of the follow'lng 
verdicts—murder In the first degree; 
murder In tho second degree; man¬ 
slaughter In the first degree, or not 
guilty or. the ground of InsanHy. 

The statute governing the 
insanity w*aa definod clearly, much 
stress being laid on the fact that an 
irreslsilbli Itr.; ulse ’-.'n had no place 
In the law. 

The Judge also Imtormed the jury tha-t : 
an Illusion, unle.^8 the illusion. If true. , 
might result In the Inquiry of the man . 
suffering it, could not be accepted as 
an excuse. AUr>gether the charge, 
while consisting principally of a com¬ 
plete explanation of the law, was con¬ 
sidered by those who have followed the 
trial as adverse to the defendant. The 
attorneys for the defendant took ex¬ 
ceptions because the Judge had failed to 

include any of their prayers. 

• • • 

Thaw Was Depressed. 

The atmosphere about Thaw and the 
members of his family was heavy with 
gloom during the Judge’s charge. The 
defendant sat In a dejected mood, his 
head bowed, his face pallid and hjs 
entire appearance denoting a nervous, 
apprehensive state of mind. It seemed 
as thought every vestige of hope had 
been taken away from him. All the 
confidence and cheerfulness which were 
so strongly In evidence yesterday had 
disappeared. Fear and doubt had sup¬ 
planted them. 

A complete change had come over 
him by the time the Judge had con¬ 
cluded his charge. He began to realize 
that real danger menaced him. that his 
acquittal was by no means a certainty 
and as he was led out of the court 
roivn the debonair state which marked 
his entrance yesterday morning had 
entirely disappHfared. The members of 
Thaw’s .family were equally as low In 
spirits. They recognized the fact that 
the Judge’s charge was by no means 
favorable to Harry; they could not 

even construe it that way. 

• • • 

Jerome’s Argument. 


The jury returned to the courthouse 
from dinner at 8:62 p. m. and lmme<ll- 
ately went to the consuKailon room, 
where they continued tho discussion of 
tho verdict. 

When It became apparent that there 
was no possibility of a decision being 
rt^tched by 9 p. m. Justice Fitzgerald 
wont home and left word that he would 
return whenever tho jury desired him. 
The court room was emptied and the 
doors were Iticked. 

As time w’ore on tho crowd awaiting 
the verdict grew’ smaller and smaller. 
At last the courthouse corridors were 
deserted, only the court reporters re¬ 
maining. 

Mrs. William Thaw left the court 
room after her long vigil and went 
back to her apartments in an uptown 
hotel. Evelyn Thaw remained at the 
courthouse ready to he by her hus¬ 
band’s side if a verdict was rendered. 
By 10 o’clock the streets about the 
courthouse, which during the afternoon 
had been crowded, were entirely de¬ 
serted. , , 

It seemed to be the general Impres¬ 
sion e\’erywhere thal there was no pos¬ 
sibility of a verdict being reached be¬ 
fore ro-morrowr morning If then.

AROUND TRAIN WHICH WAS 
CARRYING GRAND DUKE. 


Sentry Put To Flight Four Men 
Who Were Hiding Behind An 
Embankment. 


St. Petersburg. April 10.—It wfn an¬ 
nounced to-day that another attempt 
on the life of Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nlcholalsvltch. Prefildent of the Coun- 
cli of National Defense and second 
cousin of Emperor Nicholas, had been 
frustrated. 

The Grand Duke, accompanied by Ms 
brother. Peter Nlchoiaisvlteh, was re¬ 
turning from Tsarskoe-Selo by train at 
2 o’clock this morning. When the train 
reached Kuzmlno. thirteen miles from 
St. Petersburg, u was brought to a 
sudden stop by a fusillade of shots. A 
sentry was interrogated and said he 
had seen four men hiding behind an 
embankment and evidently awaiting 
the coming of the train. He at once 
begap shooting, firing In all twelve 
shots. The four men succeeded In get¬ 
ting away uninjured. 

Eh’ery foot of the remainder of the 
track Into St. Petersburg was carefully 
searched before the two Grand Dukes 
ventured to complete their jouiuvy.

'‘Nigger Whisky.” 

Class four suggeaetd by the Attorney 
General corn-prises perhaps the greatest 
v’olume of whisky sold. In the North 
this class of ivh-lsky is commonly 
known as "domestic." In the South it 
Is known as "nigger whisky," as was 
brought out In the testimony at Louis¬ 
ville. 

The first and third classes mentioned 
by the Attorney General will continue 
to be the most Important, and the pur¬ 
chaser hereafter will have the choice 
of selecting which of the two classes 
he wishes to drink, without any possi¬ 
bility of being deceived in the matter. 

A great many whisky drinkers prefer 
the beverage represented by class 
three, and In their turn they will be 
protected from using straight whisky, 
for they will always look for the word 
"compound" as a security. 

It Is expected that Secretary Wilson 
win take the nrattor up within a few 
days and notify the trade Just what Is 
expected of It under the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s decision. It will likely be some 
time, however, before the labels will 
go on the bottles, and the active en¬ 
forcement of the law commenced. The 
task of the department is a big one. 
and wMl require nruc’h preliminary 
work on the part of sellers of whisky, 
both wholesale and retail.

Tho defense will also rely oh 
the evidence of Judge Fleenor, of Jack- 
son, who testified that Britton was In 
his office when tho shooting occurred. 

The prosecution places Its main de¬ 
pendence on the testimony of Charles 
Green and RIloy Coldiron. who swore 
in the former trial that they saw Brit¬ 
ton and Jett standing together in the 
window of tho courthouse at the time 
Cockrill was killed, and that each was 
armed. 

Many of the witnesses have already 
arrived and are scattered among the 
hotels and board ing-hau.ses. Beach 
Hargis, son of Judge James Hargis, 
and Alex, and Ethelbert Hargis are 
here. The wife of Judge Hargi.s was 
In Lexington to-day, and stated that 
her husband was sick In bed at hls 
home In Jackson.

charge of the negro soldiers on account 
of the trouble at Brownsville, Tex.; 
reiterated his views regarding recent 
railroad legislation; protested against 
the infringement by one branch of the 
Govemmeat of the rights of another 
branch; declared that the representa¬ 
tives of the people In Congress are 
accountable only to tho people, and are 
not "properly subject lo any other In- 
liuonce; denied the right of anyone 
except hls constltuenui to call him to 
account; and sounded a note of warn¬ 
ing against increased surveillance of 
business men who need no "moral re¬ 
generation." 

The occasion of the address was the 
annual banquet of the Canion Board of 
Trade. Senator Foraiker wo* down on 
the programme lo deliver an address 
on "Civic Pride," but hls 8|»eech was 
largely direoted to his work as Sena¬ 
tor. 

A feature of hls speech was the 
throwing down of the gauntlet by tho 
Speaker lo "any boss, big or little," in¬ 
side the State or outside of It." 

He quoted a published report that 
"President Roosevelt has dtawn a dead 
line for Senator ForaKor," and that 
"If ho attacks President Roosevelt, 
President Roosevelt will bo heard fi-om 
In no uncertain tones." 

Senator Foraker said: 

•‘Tho wicked fie© when no man pur- 
sueth." I have not forecast the oliar- 
acter of any speeches I am Intending to 
make, and if 1 had H Would seem \ incred¬ 
ible to the average mind that such a 
story could be anything more than a 
mlschlcf-making ’‘pipe* dream" of an over- 
ambltlous csorrespondent. 

That the President of the United States 
should becomo personally engaged In a 
IxilkUoal contest to determine hls success¬ 
or is without pre<*edem. unless It be the 
bad precedent set by Andrew Jackson as 
to Martin Van Buren. 

That ho would enter upon such a strug¬ 
gle with a declaration that ho Is to set 
limitations upon the freedom of speech 
of those who may differ from him, and 
that they art* to disregard these limita¬ 
tions at their i>eril. is without precedent 
even In the case of Jackson, and Is so 
inconsistent with tho dignity of hls high 
office and the proprieties always to be ob- 
seived that I feel It a duty toward the 
President himself to enter for him, on my 
own motion, a disclaimer of all rc8pt>nsi- 
bllity for such a publication. 

The time has not yet come, and nobody 
knows that hotter than the President him¬ 
self, when "dead lines" can be drawn In 
debate for anybody to observe; nor has 
the time come when any real man wotUd 
respect them If they were drawn. 

So far as I am personally concerned, I ' 
shall always speak wMth malice toward 
none, but. according to my convictions, 
whenever and wherever I may have oc- 
Cftsion to speak at all.

an early hour this morning as a result 
of a stroke of apoplexy suffered three 
years ago.

But there has 
been a responsibility equally grave on 
the prosecution. 

"The law is not a cruel law. It does 
not punish for the mere sake of pun¬ 
ishment.

"Keep clearly In mind that while 
the defendant's counsel stands for the 
defendant Individually. thei*e is another 
side, the side of the people, of whom 
you arc a paru This is no action be¬ 
tween the executors of Stanfow'^'ljlle 
and this defendant; it is not a trial to 
determine whether Evelyn Nesbit was 
ravished by Stanford Whita it U an 
issue between iho people of New York 
State and Harry K. Thaw, and it is to 
determine whether what he did was 
Justifiable or excusable, or whether he 
should be punished for it. 

"I will assure you that not on the 
words of counsel, but on the evidence 
you are bound by your oaths to decide 
this Issue. On the evidence I will try 
to point out to you that this defend¬ 
ant's crime was not justlflable or ex¬ 
cusable and that he should be pun¬ 
ished. 

"You are not entitled to say that this 
man Is guilty because the grand jury 
Indicted him for murder in Uie first de¬ 
gree. but you are entitled to consider 
that on their oaths they said the un¬ 
explained evidence justified them in 
charging him with murder In the first 
degree." 

Mr. Jerome then went briefly Into the 
law covering the various classes into 
which homicide is divided, describing 
each. 

"If you find that this defendant was 
insane when he killed Stanford White 
it is your duty to say so In your ver¬ 
dict. If you do not say so it Is be¬ 
cause you believe that this crime w'ks 
justifiable. Justifiable does not mean 
'dementia Americana,' it means self- 
defense. But when a incut sits with hla 
head in his han<U aitd is deliberately 
shot with a pistol held so close to him 
that after the shooting the viotim's 
own brother-in-law did not recognize 
him, it can hardly be called self-de¬ 
fense east of the Mlsslsslppr river." 

• • • 

Four Possible Verdicts. 

"There can be logically but one of 
four verdicts returned by you—murder 
In the first degree, because there w'as 
not only design but premeditation; 
murder In the second degree, because 
there was design but no premeditation; 
manslaughter. because there w'os 
neither design nor premedltatloi\ but 
merely the heat of passion; or lastly, 
'not guilty because of insanity.* 

"Gentlemen of the jury, it is for coun¬ 
sel to appeal to you as they themselves 
see their duly. To me the duty points 
only to an appeal upon the evidence 
In court. Counsel should not Inject 
other things Into this case. An effort 
to inflame your passions and to turn 
your minds from the issue In this trial 
to another case is not considered the 
duty of counsel on the Atlantic sea- 

bOOiTd. 

"Your oath binds you to render your 
verdict upon the evidence and that 
alone. You must reach your verdict 
by purely and plainly an Intellectual 
process—as you would dispose of a 
problem In geometry, nn equation In 
algebra or a sum In arithmetic. You 
are to be tho sole judges in this Issue, 
and you are to judge by the facts. You 
must take tho law as the court gives 
it to you. 

"If w’e are going Into the proposition 
of sympathy In this trial It can be 
played upon by both sides. Have you 
thought of the widow In Cambridge 
and the fatherless boy in Harvard? I 
mention these, men. that you may see 
that the question of sympathy has 
naught 10 do with the Issues here." 

Mr. Jerome next quoted at length 
from the examination uf the tw’elve 
jurors, reminding them of their oaths 
and what they promised while being 
selected to serve. 

"Whether you believe the story told 
by this girl: whether or not you be¬ 
lieve In the sublime renunciation she 
made of Thaw's offer of (narrlage, your 
.sympathies are bound to assert them¬ 
selves In one form or an-other. There 1;? 
here every element to arouse your pas- 
sl-on. You can't help It. But when you 
rollro to consider your verdict, you 
nrwist lay It aside and guide yourselves 
soWy by Intellectual processes." 

Mr. Jerome discussed the question of 


That Is not' the kind of law you 
sw'oro to accept, and If you do It. men. 
you violate 5 'our oatha'*^ 

Mr. Jerome took up the evidence of 
the witnesses for tho purpose of direct 
testimony, and. with the aid of a large 
diagram, showed the jury how Thaw 
moved about the roof garden before and 
after tho shooting. He referred to the 
testimony of James Clinch Smith. 

" 'Do you remember Truxton Boal© 
and the case of two men and a W’^om- 
an?' 'Thaw asked Smith. 

"Porhap.*?, gentlemen, my learned 
friend from the Pacific slope remem¬ 
bers It; perhaps he remembers that 
case of 'Dementia Americana.* 

"Thaw w'alked dolibtrately across the 
roof garden and In such a manner that 
his enemy should have no chance to 
defend himself, then turned suddenly 
and. Iwldlng the plsMoI so close to 
Stanford White's head that after he 
w'as dead. Mr. Smith, hU brother-in- 
law*. did not know him because of the 
powder marks, and fired once, twice, 
three time." 

Mr. Jerome picked up the pistol from 
the table In front of him and aa he 
spoke the W'ords punctuated them by 
pulling the trigger three limes. 

"Deliberately he shot the man who 
had barred him from clubs; who had 
once taken from him the woman he 
loved and yareatened to take her away 
again, and then, my learned opponent 
tolls you he stood with hfs arms ex¬ 
tended. like a priest dismissing a con¬ 
gregation. I did not see anything In 
the evidence about that. 

"He held the pistol up that the peo¬ 
ple present mighi know* that there 
w’ould bo iTo more hhooting. In order to 
prevent a panic. When the man who 
arrested him asked w'hy he did it. the 
j prisoner answered 'he ruined my wife,' 

"He did not say, ‘I am the apostle of 
I God appointed to kill this ravliher uf 
American vlrglna' 

I "No, my friends, thik ‘apostle of God* 
businesn canve after this defendant had 
the advice of my friend. Dr. Evans."

Thaw’s ‘‘Absolute Calmness.** 

1 Mr. Jerome went Into the ddMalls of 
I the evidence regarding Thaw's actions 
I and words after the killing, and said 
‘ that there Wim not one thing thi^t did 
not show absolute calmness, coolness 
, and rationality. 

"He was rational, he was calm and 
! cool." went on the District Attorney. 

1 "He walks up to hla enemy, after care¬ 
fully locating him. and cairefully takes 
aim. He does not take any chances of 
hitting any one else. You are told hIs 
face was white. Here was a man who 
had nursed nn enmity for three years, 

I w'ho for three years had glared at hfs 
I enemy until, after a good dinner, and 
I hearing the story of two men and a 
i woman In which Truxton Bealo had 
figured, deliberately shoots down hfs 
enemy. Is It any wonder he mis white? 
Is the killing of a human being a th/Ing 
90 common that a man can do It with¬ 
out turning pale? 

"You locate your enemy; you locate 
the man who blackball^ you at 
clubs, who you say rtivlahed your wife, 
who spread stories of perversion about 
you; you shoot him down and then 
come hero with your 'dementia Amer¬ 
icana.' It Is absurd. 

"Why. the crime bristles with pre¬ 
meditation. Unexplained It is murder In 
the first degree, A man shoots down 
bis enemy, who. no matter how bad he 
may be. Ls entitled to the prelection of 
the law. Let him be blacker than the 
cloak of midnight, which counsel yes¬ 
terday threw about his memory, and I 
Isay he still had a right to where ho 
was on the night of the 26th of last 
' June. He had a right to believe that the 
! laws of this community would protect 
him. 

"Who flmde this man the executioner 
of Stanfo^ \\Tilte? Had he no right to 
put his faith In the laws of this State? 
Must a man go armed here as In a 
mining camp?* 

"There Is nothing In this direct case, 
gentlemen, that does not show cold¬ 
blooded. premeditated murder. And to 
this what answer is made? 'I was in¬ 
sane when I went thirty feel across 
that room and fired three shots Into a 
man's head; 1 did not know it was a 
pistol I held in my hand; I did not 
know It was Stanford White, my en¬ 
emy, I was shooting; I did not know 
the nature and quality of my act and 
1 did not know that It was wrong.* 

"Gentlemen, when the law says that 
when a man does not know an act hi 
wrong he Is excusable, it does not mesun 
that in his opinion It is not wrong, but 
that his mental condiUon Is such that 
he does not know the act la legally 
wrong. When the anarcihlsts In' the 
Chicago Haymarket throw the bombs, 
they had nothing against the police¬ 
men whom they killed; they were sim¬ 
ply deluded men who believed It was 
their duty to kill all the repreeentatlves 
of law and order; but they knew that 
under the law that act was wror>g."

"The Angel Child.” 


pointed out what he declared were 
many serious discrepancies In her nar¬ 
rative. He laid great stress upon the 
fact that, nlthough the girl could re¬ 
member what transpired during her 
journeys through Europe, she could not 
fix the time, w ithin three montlw, when, 
as she claimed, alve W’as outraged by 
Stanford White. 

He characterized the occurrences In 
th<‘ studio as "mo.st extraordinary, par- 
tk*\ilarly as she, the witness, was a 
member of the 'Florodora^ chorus. 

*Tt can hardly be conceived." he con¬ 
tinued. "that this chorus girl should he 
dragged Into a. den and there at¬ 
tacked/* 

Mr. Jerome referred to the offer of 
the defense to allow the prosecution to 
cont,radlot Evelyn's story, and then de- 
ckired that when be made a move to 
avail himself of It the doors were 
closed. 

“1 caked a learned chemist/* the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney cofitinued. "to prove to 
you that there does m>t exist a drug 
such as this 'angel dhlld* would have 
you believe was employed to bring 
about her ruin. But my learned op¬ 
ponent fnrni the Pacific slope objected. 

"And then I called th** photographer 
who took those pictures for which Ev¬ 
elyn says kbe posed on tho night be¬ 
fore slie was outraged. 1 know that 
his evidence would not be admitted. I 
knew that, even If couneel for the de¬ 
fense had not objected, the learned 
Judge would hove ruled K out: U was 
ran offered In the ho;»e that It would 
be admitted. It was offered to call the 
cheap bluff of my learned opponent. 

"So strange Is It, my friends, that 
this *angel child’—this girl of the iho- 
rus—Rliould believe what she says 
Btanford White told her about all 
women being bad and some simply so 
unfortunate as to be found out. Does 
what she did afterward appeal to your 
sense? (?an It Appeal to any man's 
commun sense? 

"Contrast her action with that of 
other girls. Was she brought up any 
more carelessly than your own daugh¬ 
ters have been brought up? Go buck 
to when they were sixteen years of age 
and think what such a thing as we have 
here would havo meant to them. What 
does this girl do? Does she shrink 
from this man? Does she abhor him? 

"No." thundered the DliftHct Ailor- 
aey; "she meets him again and again, 
and again aixl again. Eight or nine 
times she goes to the tower and to tho 
Twcmty-fourth-sireet house with this 
human ogre who had stripped her of 
her virginity. 

' This dragon preying on female virtue 
wrote this 'angel child' letter after let¬ 
ter, sooros of them—we nave shown 
them to be in the possession of the de- 
fense. Some of them were Identified— 
but was a slnglo one put In evidence 
and read? No. There Is nothing to 
show you thill these many lottsrs con¬ 
tain something to Indicate the vicious 
character, tho evil dlKiH}sUlun of this 
very wicked man.

"The Modejn St. George.” 

"Bui they contained noUilng of tho 
son. Now. conlnist this with the mod¬ 
em St. George who led the 'angel child' 
back Into the paths of virtue in No* 
vember. 1803, w’rlUng her letters In 
which he discussed sexual perversion. 

"Oh. that wo might try this case 
before a jury permitted to hear all the 
evidence. I have not been perndtted by 
law to show to you where Stanford 
White was the night after the pictures 
were taken of this 'angel child'—the 
night she says she was raped. 

"As I have sat here In this court 
room, unable to raise a hand In reply 
to some of the things that have been 
uttered, it has seemed to me I have 
heard the voice of Stanford “White call¬ 
ing out frono the spirit world, asking 
me !f I could not utter one worrl for 
him. 'Must I be blackened as by the 
fires of hell, unheard and undefended?* " 

Mr. Jerome paused for a few moments 
and then continued: 

"Now. gentlemen, let us sec what all 
this girl herself says of the horrible 
demon who ruined her. She snys, 'out¬ 
side of this one awful thing, I admired 
Stanford RTfille. He had a nwst ex- 
iraoi*dlniiry personality.* 

"What an extraonllnary panegyric 
that Is. coming from those Ups- 

"Stanford White's lips are Healed by 
death and by the rules hf evidence. But 
what are we expected to believe of a 
man to whom such a tribnte is paid by 
the girl ho 80 brutally seduced? 

"GenMemen. lam not here to defend 
Stanford White, but I am compelled to 
say that there ts a difference between 
unchastlty and brutality; there Is a dif¬ 
ference between the man of the world 
and the brute who ravishes. 

"Her own words have ruined the the¬ 
ory that Stanford White wax n bruto 
Has she been so enlightened by this 
modern St. George that at last she has 
come to believe that all women are not 
unchaste? And yet she can come here, j 
but twenty-two years of age, and sit , 
In that chair and describe the man who 
ravlahed her as a girl of sixteen In the 1 
roTnarkable way thaf she done. 

•'.Stanford White was a wealthy man 
—a man who found enjoyment. God 
knows why or how, in this class of 
people. Ho sees this child blow into hla 
circle. You have looked on the girl In 
court and you eon well dra%v tho pic¬ 
ture of her at the lime she wont to 
apply for a position In the 'Florodora* 
chorus, and was told by the manager 
he was not conducting a kindergarten 
or a baby farm. 

"It was natural that a rich man like 
Stanford White, moving In the circle 
In which he did. should have tried to 
hoilp this girl—help her to the extent 
that when she w'as out of work he 
wouild give her motucy. It was natural 
that he should give her the llitlo gifts 
of wearing apparel w’hlch tended to 
her cxjTOfort. 'There Is nothing In his 
conduct conulsteru with the theory that 
the relaJtiona between the two were 
not pure amd there is nothing Incon¬ 
sistent with the theory that they were : 
not pure. | 

"I do not know how* it was. and , 
neither do you. except as this girl tells I 
us—and gentlemen, I must submit In all 
solemnly* that she does not tell the 
truth. You have not n sclnlllla of evl- , 
dence outside of her own story that the 1 
relations between her and S-tonford 
White w'crc Impure. And the character 
of her stt>ry. may best be judged by her 1 
statement (hat aU of her experiences I 
with this man were against her will—' 
that they were all rape—yet we find 
her. as I have told you before, volun- 
taji^y In his rooms waiting and willing 
for the avfful aJttacks of this mon¬ 
ster." I 

At this pofnt 
one hour. 


' kh the aitentlen Garland paid her, , 
Evelyn replied! 

"'Yes, one was/ 'I mean the atten¬ 
tion Garland paid you. Was your 
mo^er pleased with that?' 'Yes/ 

'Ttia-t was the sort of life that laid 
the foundation for what came later. 

"Then came Barrymore. She w*as no 
sincerely devoted to him that she con¬ 
templated marriage. He had offereil his 
hand In marriage, but Stanford White 
said, 'You are children, you have noth¬ 
ing to live on/ And so on White’s ad¬ 
vice she wa.s sent away (o school. 

"Now. then, we see that the whole 
situation centers about this girl. It was 
she who In the long run brought this 
about, and so 1 will endeavor to give 
you a deeper Insight to the life and 
thoughts of this 'angel child.* 

"What I am ab«>irt to say did not 
come from tho mother, as has been 
c^rged. but/’ and here Mr. Jerome 
picked up the girl's dlarv and shook It 
at the table at w*hlch Thaw's lawyers 
sat. "I would suggest that In future 
when Mr. Hortrldge gives away docu¬ 
ments or papers l^longliig to a client 
he should be more careful In seeing 
what pass out of his hands. 

"For the Information of counsel, let 
me say," Jerf^me contln\ied. "that this 
book w*as given to me by the police of¬ 
ficials of the oily of New York.'*

He then proceeded to read the sev¬ 
eral passages from the diary which 
are In record as evidence. Those pass¬ 
ages, the District Attorney argued, 
clearly show that the mind of the 
"angel child” was not as simple and as 
unsophisticated as Mr. Dolmas would 
have tho jury believe. "Tljere ts one 
quotation I wish to read to you, beenune 
In It I believe Ilea tho whole key to 
this tragedy. 

"'A girl who la good and never has 
had a word of scandal against her Is 
fortunate/ she writes. *Th» girls here 
(at Bchuol) are alj lust of (that kind. 
There Is not one of them who will ever 
be anything. When I say anything I 
mean just that. They will perhaps be 
good wives and mothers, but 1 wont to 
be a good actress first.* It was the de¬ 
sire of this girl to be a good actress 
that caused her to play between these 
two men until she brought one of them 
to his grave. 

"This child, who did not behove In 
the chastity of women, went to Paris 
on Thaw's money with White’s letter 
of credit In her pocket. 

"She goes to Paris In the frame of 
mind her diary Indicates. She was 
fully convinced, she says, that there 
was no virtue In womankind beoausc. 
08 counsel would have you believe, her 
virtue hod bqen destroyed. 

"This Is tho 'angel child* built up by 
Mr. Dolmas and on whoso testimony he 
has constructed his whole case. He 
tells «'ou this child so Iove<l Thaw that 
she renounced h!s offer of marriage- 
renounced him to go back to the $18 a 
w*eck of the studio and the $18 of the 
stage. 

"This Is the child who traveled 
through all Europe with 8t Ge^jrgo— 
St. George who told her there was chan- 
tliy among women—St. George w’ho 
gave her her first moral horizon. What 
does she do w*hi*n she leaves him? She 
comes back to America, landing 00 
Saturday, comes bOA'k on Thaw's 
money. Sht does noX see Stanford 
White on Sunday, but on Tuesday we 
find her at Abraham Humiacl's office 
w*lth him. 

"There she was muJelng nji utfldavlt. 
and that oflldavU I shall refer to later. 
Sufficient is U now that you see her 
signature—her own signature—Immedi¬ 
ately opposite the date. October 27, 
1903.

"This 'angel child* ct>mes here and 
wreaves a web of lies like this to fool

"She herself tells you she was con- j 
stoutly egging him on. She told him 
Stajiford White w'os tr>1ng to get her 
back; that he had followed her; that 
May Mackenzie had told her things 
Stanford WhKe had said. In Paris she 
received letters from Stanford White. 
After she returned from Europe Thaw 
himself nccusod her of having re8um*:d 
relations with White. 

"Why shouldn't he hate Stanford 
While? Why shouldn’t he fear him? 
Why shouldn't he b« angry when he 
talked lUiout him? He w'ould glare 
at his enen>y In the theater, but smile 
on other*. Ho would even sit at the 
table with Dillingham, who told Evelyn 
the stories of hU perversion. 

"Is there anything in all this evi¬ 
dence to show that whoa Harry Thaw 
shot and killed .Stanford White he did 
not know the nature and quajUy of 
his act. or that tho act was wrong?’* 

Mr. Jerome reviewed the letters Thaw 
wrote from Paris and Pittsburg to At¬ 
torney LongfelloWr and which were in- 
tniduced to show the effect of Evelyn’s 
story on the young man's mind. 

He declared that the letters showed 
oil through them the writer's appre¬ 
ciation of legal rights and wrongs. 
"They are nothing more." he continued, 
"than the erratic and vulgar produc¬ 
tions of a rich illiterate who always 
had his own way In life until he was 
locked up In the city prison." 

Referring again to Thaw’s sanity. 
District Attorney Jerome said he knew 
ehough to automobile all through Eu¬ 
rope with Evelyn Nosbit. and knew 
enough to write to his attorney to see 
the girl through the custom house 
when she landed.

* Thaw's Win. 
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the alfiilnvlt she did. would also bo de- 
pressed and dejected, 

"The doctor also snw Thaw In pris¬ 
on, and found that Thaw had stuffed 
some paper In the cell door to keep out 
the draft, eo as not to ca-tch cold. Per¬ 
fectly natural, la It not? Thaw told Dr. 
Binganian that his counsel desired to 
put him in a madhouse and that a 
conspiracy was on fonjt to commit him 
to an asylum so as to prevent the life 
of White ’being mnde public In a court 
room, Fir that reason he changed his 
counsel—rational proceeding If Thaw 
wanted to take the chance of flghting 
out his case before a jury. 

"Now as to Dr. Dccmer. He merely 
tesUfled that Thaw was nervous. That's 
all. 

"Drs. Evans and Wa^er come next. 
Evans told you that Thaw* suffered 
from exaggerated ego. That Is merely 
another name for vanity. Dr. Blnga- 
mun, w'hen asked about It, said that 
Thaw always had a great opinion of 
himself.

The "Brainstorm** Testimony. 


When Mr. Jerome took up the tes¬ 
timony of Blvolyn Thaw, he w*aa very 
effective. He spoke with much 
vehemence In defense of Stanford 
White, and hla words fairly bristled 1 
with sarcasm when he had occasion to' 
refer to Thaw as tho modern "St 
George," and Evelyn as "The Angel 
Child." 

White, he designated as a man of j 
position in the community and a gcoilus. 
He pointed out that there Is not a i 
particle of evidence to show that White 
n>ade any Insidious advances toward 
Evelyn after coming Into her life; that 
he dazzled her childish mJnd with rich 
gifts, but on the contrary, ho helped 
her only by pre»:‘nt8 of necessary wear¬ 
ing apparel. White, h^ declared, never 
ftUed the gtrt with wine, for she her¬ 
self admltlod that he never permitted 
her to drink more than one glsss. 

Mr. Jerome rounded out hla defense 
of White with the declaration that "a 
man may not be vlrtuoua. he may bo 
unchaste, but It docs not follow that he 
Is a brute." 

The District Attorney dwelt at length 
upon the occurrences In the Twenty- 
fourth-streel studio as related by Eve¬ 
lyn. Tliaw on the witness stand, and 


In entering after recess, on hJs dis¬ 
cussion of the life of ETvslyn Nesbtt, 
Mr. Jerome said: 

"We know what this sort of life—the 
life of the stage—Is. We pass along tho 
Great White Way of this city and see 
something of It." 

Coming down directly to the career 
of Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw, Mr. Jerome | 
called the jury’s attention to the early j 
youth at which she made her appear- ; 
ance on "that notorious thoroughfare." 

"Now. why do you think Oarlami was 
paying her attentions?" he asked, "and 
he a married man?" 

"Even Thaw* followed her up w*ith 
American Beauties and presents of 
money. Surely her home life did not 
contribute.much toward the sh.aplng of 
a career, but I do not wish to judge tho 
mother harshly. 

"Let me read you a passage from 
Evelyn Thaw's testimony, which may 
give you a belter insight of this moth- 
er. A.sked if her mother waa pleased 



Mr. Jerome then directed his atten¬ 
tion to the Huanmel affidavit.

Mr. Jerome again picked up the will 
and held It aloft. 

"Where Is the dcluaicn in that will? 
Did not he leavri his money 10 the 
right people? \\Ti'ere Is the delusion In 
hts references to the Twenty-fourth- 
street house? Has not the girl describ¬ 
ed; where Is the delu.*»lon there? Don't 
let us assume she was telling the truth 
once and in the next breath say the 
same thing »how*s that Thaw had de¬ 
lusions.

"Evans also told >'ou that Thkw* had 
a brainstorm; a better term would be 
paranoia of a millionaire. No one ever 
heard of a brainstorm before, and Eb*- 
ans may have wanted to make of It a 
classic phrase. Well, he has at least 
succeeded In making It known ^ho 
world over. For two days, you w'ttK 
recall, w*e tried to find a definition for 
a brainstorm, but couldn’t find ovrt.

After reading this case Mr. Jerome re¬ 
marked; "I think one can truly say 
with Dr. Hirsch that there Is as much 
similarity between this case and that 
of Harry Thaw as there Is between 
smallpox and a broken leg. 

"After Evans and Wagner'come Mrs. 
Colne. She merely testified that Thaw 
glared every time he saw White. Noth¬ 
ing unnatural In that. 

"This Is practically all the evidence, 
with the exception of that of the ex¬ 
perts, which the defense has submitted 
In support of the plea of Insanity.”

They could not tell the difference be¬ 
tween sane and insane knowledge, but 
said the only knowledge that 'Thaw 
had was Insane.

‘‘l^ou Shalt Not Kill.*’ 

"Now. let us come back to the killing. 
There Is nothing In any of the events of 
that night that showed lack of appre¬ 
ciation of what he was doing. You re¬ 
member the conversation with Mr. 
Smith? Was there anything Irrational 
there? And after the killing, did he say 
that he was the agent of Almighty God. 
who had been directed to make way 
\^1th this rnvisher of American woman¬ 
hood? No. he paid. 'He ruined my wife.* 
Iliere was nothing about providence 
un4ll after hts consultation with my 
friend. Dr. Evana In the words. 'He 
ruined my wife,* ho expressed n motive 
for hl8 crime. But there was nothing 
Irrational there. And there was noth¬ 
ing Irratloqal about ojiything he did 
that night. Whtn he got to the ^ta- 
tlonhouse he gave a fictitious name. 
Thnt W'HS not the Insane m'^n—thr 
agent of providence, the me cho‘^en of 
God to avenge a woman—thnt was not 
a man glorying In a ilghteous net. 

"Ms, Delmas said he would not ap¬ 
peal to .auch a shadowy thing as the 
unwritten law. J3ut he ended by an 
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appeal to 'Dementia Americana,’ which, 
he sold affMcted the whole nation. 

"He might btlltsT have adhered to hl.s 
original purpose, because if this mau 
were Insane 3 *ou might acquit him. 
But when this defendant Is presented 
to you as the supposed avenger of 
American womanhood—of American 
virtue—a champion who has lain dor¬ 
mant for three years until he becomes 
In some way exalted—he does not come 
within the clasHlftcatlon of 'Dementia 
Americana,* He killed for a motive, and 
when you are asked to acquit such a 
man you are asked to glv? cf some¬ 
thing which you have not the power 
to bestow. 

"The real quesillcn here Is whether 
New York CUy Is to become a mining 
camp. If this sort of thing can go on— 
if the only thing between a citizen and 
his enemy Is a brainstorm then every 
man had better pack a gun. 

"Mr. Delmas appealed to the Scrip¬ 
tures. Let me, too, direct your at¬ 
tention to them—to what the Lord siild, 
•Vengence Is mine; ! shall repaj*.' 

"Let me remind you of the great 
fundamental law sounded down the 
ages—the commandment of God—"Thou 
Shalt Not Kill.* ”

PEOPLE BELIEVE IT SAYS “THE WHITE HOUSE” 


Many “Sober” Persons Write To Secretary Loeb and Tell 
Him the “Conspirator Story” Is Credible. 


r^'ashiniftnn Dispatch to New York 
Press.] 

It was said at the White House that 
many persons oC sober character believe 
there is a plot by multUmillionaire Sen¬ 
ators and their friends in and out of 
Wall street to defeat the policies of the 
present Administration and to nominate 
a candidate In the Inext Republican na¬ 
tional convention who will be opposed 
to everything: that Vresldent Roosevelt 
Blands for. Secretaiy Loeb flnds him¬ 
self overwhelmed with communications 
from the Western and Southern States 
which show that muen feeling: has been 
stirred tii these sections of the country 
by the report that capitalists have 
formed a conspiracy to upset the YATilte 
House. 

Mr. Loob was quoted this afternoon 
as saying that the many letters received 
Indioated clearly that the people are 
awako, and that no Senate cabal would 
be able to control the delegratcs to the 
national convention. Mr. Loeb. it is un. 
dei-siood. discu.ssod rather freely the 
dinner by Senator Bourne at which the 
plot to wreck the Roosevelt Adminis¬ 
tration was disclosed. Mr. Loeb Inti¬ 
mated that newspaper men were to 
some extent astray os to the character 
of the dinner and the disclosures that 
had been mode. He left the impression 
that evidence was plentiful to prove 
that at least a dozen United States Sen¬ 
ators, most of them dominant In their 
r*?speolive States, could be regarded as 
in the movement to prevent the nomina¬ 
tion of a man approved by President 
Roosevelt. Loeb asked the newspaper 
men to say that he had not directly 
accused Senator Penrose, and that It 
was not fair'to aaeume that Mr. Pen¬ 
rose was one of the heed movers in 
the conspiracy. 

• • • 

Deneen Turned Down. 


It is not the policy of the Adminis¬ 
tration, how^ever. to keep any one ques¬ 
tion before the people for mom than a 
day or two. The White House has dis¬ 
missed the conspiracy case, and now is 
busy on political questions effecting iex. 
eral States. There was a sensation this 
evening when it was learned that the 
President had appointed Representative 
Campbell to be postmaster of Chicago. 

Campbell represents what is known in 
Washington es the antl-Roosevell 


crowd. He Is a chum of Senators Cul- 
lom and Hopkins. He Is against Deneen. 
the reform Governor of Illinois. Gov. 
Deneen stands for the candidacy of 
Taft, and hence the appointment of 
Campbell would in ordinary circum¬ 
stances be regarded as a body blow to 
the Taft-Deneen combination. The so- 
called Federal crowd Is in high glee to¬ 
night because of Campbell's success, 
and everybody Is w'onderlng how the 
President turned down Deneen In a 
crisis such ail is suggested by the 
S&.OOO.OOO dinner conspiracy. 

Senators Culloni and Hopkins arc re¬ 
garded as reactionaries, and Represen¬ 
tative Campbell la one of that crowd. 
The appointment had a depressing ef¬ 
fect on friends of the President, who 
do not know' Intlmolely his line of poli¬ 
tics. It was a great surprise to the 
Deneen men In Washington. Spettker 
Cannon indorsed the appointment, and 
the assumption is that the President 
has decided to recognize the Speaker 
and the Senators by throwing over the 
Governor of Illinois.

Fomker and Roosevelt 


Of especial interest now in the White 
House is the w’ork of the Senate Mili¬ 
tary Committee having In charge the 
Brownsville shooting. The President Is 
reported by one of his i)enK>nal friends 
to-day as being deeply chagrined by the 
evidence brought out by Senator For- 
aker, and It is said that he contemplates 
making a speech within a few w'eeks on 
this subject. There Is no doubt that 
the testimony throws serious doubt 
upon the guilt of the negro troops. 

One of the Important phases of this 
investigation Is that many West Point 
men, officers of the colored regiment, 
believe that the nefcroes are innocent. 
Senator Warner, of Missouri, represent¬ 
ing the Admlrtlstratlon, has subjected 
all the witnesses, so far heard, to a 
thorough cross-examination, but has 
admitted primtely that the preponder¬ 
ance of teartimony is distinctly in favor 
of the accused men. 

Senator Foraker hits returned to Ohio 
confident that the Senate Committee 
will report against the President; that 
it will advise that he acted with loo 
much haste, and that he was unjust to 
the negro soldiers. All this has been 
brought to the White Hou.se. and 
through Mr, I»eb there has come the 
suggestion that the President is deter¬ 
mined not to rescind his action.

UkFCADIO HFlAaN’S LETTEBS. 


(Chicago News.] 

Tn his letters Lafcadlo Hearn tells a 
Btrange story of the priraitlvoness which 
still exists in Japan. A peasant consulted 
e 4 i ast^loger about his mother's blind¬ 
ness. He was told she would get her sight 
back if she would eat a little human liver 
taken fresh and from a young body. “Thq 
peasant went home crying, and told his 
wife. She said: 'We have only one boy; 
ho Is beeuliful. You can get another wife 
as good, or better, than I very easily, but 
might never be able to get another son. 
Therefore you must kill mo Instecid of the 
son and give my liver to your mother.* 
They embroiled, and the husband killed 
hew with his sw'onl and cud out the liver 
and began to cook It. when the child 
awoke and ocreomed. Neighbors and po¬ 
lice came. In the Police Court the peas¬ 
ant told the tale with childlike fnvnkivess, 
Stfid cited stories from the Buddhist scrlp- 
tur€« The Judges w'er© moved to tears. 
They did not condemn the man to death; 
they gave him only nine years in prison. 
Really the man who ought to have been 
killed was the astrologer." This happenel 
in Hearn's own neighborhood vvlilVe he 
was there. 

Here Is Hearn’s prophecy about his bi>y, 
to whom he was devo'.od: "I fear the for¬ 
eign women here. too. are nearly all of 


them savagely bourgeolse style—^iffected 
English and affected American ways pre¬ 
vail. Carpets, dirty shoes, absurd fash¬ 
ions. wickedly expensive IKing. airs, vanl- 
ties, gossip; how much sweeter the Jap¬ 
anese life on the soft mats, with Its ever 
dearer courtesy and pretty, pure simpllcl- 
ty. Yet my boy can never be a Japanese. 
Perhaps, if he grows old, there will some 
day come back to him memories of his 
mother’s dalnt.v little world—the 'hlbachl* 
—the ‘toko’—the garden—the lights of the 
household shrine—the voicee and hands 
that shaped his Uioughls and guided every 
little tottering step. Then he will feel 
very, very lonesome and be sorry' he did 
not follow after those who loved him 
Into some shadowy resting place w'here 
the Buddhas still smile under their moss." 

I.Afcadio Keam had not a social soul. 
While living in Japan he w'rote: "A for¬ 
eign interior is a horror to me, and the 
voices of the foreign women—China coast 
tall woman—Jar upon the comfort of ex¬ 
istence • • • carpets—pianos—windows 
-curtains—brass bands—churches! How I 
hate them!—and white shirts!" And he 
adds: "I shall never do anything renttrk- 
able; blit I think I have caught sight of 
a few truths upon the way. It now seems 
to me that time Is Cine most precious of 
all things conceivable. I can't w'nste It 
by going out to hear people talk non.^ens^ 
—or by going to see pretty girls whom I 
can’t marry, being married already—or 
by pla>ing games of cards, etc., to kill 
lime—or by answ*ering letters written to 
me by people who have neither reil fine 
feelings nor real things to say."

Out of eight dairymen tried in Magis¬ 
trate S. S. Hollis* court yesterday 
afternoon on a charge of violating their 
agreement with the authorities to 
"clean up" their places and cease feed¬ 
ing swill, one, Chris Rauchll, a dairy¬ 
man on the Cane Run road, was fined 
1100 and sentenced to spend fifty days 
in Jail. In the other seven cases Mag. 
iPtrate Hollis suspended judgment 
pending an Immediate renovation of tho 
stables and a complete cessation of 
feeding slop. The health authoiitlea 
went to much expense in rounding up 
these cases, but they believe that they 
have succeeded In breaking the back¬ 
bone of all opposition, and that from 
now* on the residents of Louisville and 
the surrounding country may drink 
cleaner and purer milk. 

The health authorities will keep a 
sharp look-out on the dalrj'men whose 
cases w’ere suspended, and In case they 
learn that any attempt Is made to 
evade the regulations the Jail and fine ‘ 
sentence will be executed at once. At 
the end of the trial yesienlay the al- I 
leged delinquents expressed themselve.^ I 
as perfectly satisfied with the manner 
in w’hlch their cases were disposed of 
and staled that they would do whut 

was expected of them. 

• • • 

One Obdurate Dairyman. 

The only case In w'hlch It w’as found 
that the defendant hud made no effort 
as yet and apparently Intended to make 
no attempt to renovate his stables 
was that of Chris Rtiuchll. ITie evi¬ 
dence Introduced showed Itauchll’s 
place was excepUonably filthy. The 
health officers, who inspected the place, 
testified that his stables were dirty and 
filthy and that even the walls were 
coated with slime. The milk cans, they 
declared, were especially dirty. 

Rauchli's only defense was that ho 
was about to go out of business. This 
plea, however, fell flat with Magis¬ 
trate Hollis, because of the fact that 
testimony was Introduced to the effect 
that It wiis a habit of Rauchll to go 
out of business every spring, and again 
resume in the fall, w’hlch, they declar¬ 
ed, w'as a good season for slop feeding. 
This evidence could not be refuted and 
the dairyman received the full penalty 
of the law. He is the first dairyman 
upon whom the weight of the law’ ha^ 
fallen and It Is believed that the ex¬ 
ample will quicken the other alleged 
delinquents Into getting Into line for 
clean milk.

Eighteen Months’ Crusade. 

A year and a hiUf ago R. M. Allen, 
secretary of the Experiment Station, 
started a crusade against the dairymen 
living around Louisville. He worked 
with untiring energy and, with the re¬ 
sult of yesterday's trial, he believes 
that hereafter milk in Louisville will 
bo cleaner and purer. Mr. Allen said 
yesterday aftornoon that much of his 
success must be attributed to Magls- 
traio' Hollis, because of the manner In 
which he handled alleged delinquents 
and "laid down the law to them."

CIOUS DESPERATION. 


BUIiETS GRAZE PATROLMEN— 
BROTHER FELLED. 



INQUEST INTO SANITY NEXT. 


After a desperate fight, lasting al- 
mo.Ht an hour. Robert Obermiller. the 
lunatic who has been barricaded In a 
shanty on his father's farm, south of 
Iroquois Park, for the past seven 
days, was taken prisoner by the county 
patrolmen shortly after 11 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning and before 2 o'clock 
wes lodged In the ^Jefferson County 
Jail, OB calm and subdued as any man 
ever locked In that prison. 

The capture of Obermiller w'as not 
accomplished by the use of chloroform 
or fo<mrialdohyde or even red pepper, 
but by actual work on the part of the 
county patrolmen. Eiarly ye.^erday 
morning they determined to end their 
child's play and take Obermiller cap¬ 
tive, and, assisted by two brothers of 
the crazed man. Dr. W. W. Hill, pnd by 
the prayers of both the fatifer and 
mother of Obermiller, took him Into 
custody without serious Injury to him 
or themselves. 

However, the capture of OberniHler 
was no easy task, und he w'os subdued 
orUy after a desperate fight, during 
which the patrolmen's lives were many 
times In danger. Obermiller used a 
rifle, an Iron pipe and a . knife In the 
fight, and during the encounter struck 
his brother. Albert OberniHler. over the 
l^d. knocking him unconscious- Bul¬ 
lets fired from the rifle of the crazed 
man tore through the clothing of Coun¬ 
ty Patrolmen Schultz and Snawder, 
and another struck near tinother broth¬ 
er, Adolph Obermiller. A bullet passed 
through the sleeve of the coat worn by 
Dr. Hill.

"Well, then," Magistrate Hollis said, 
"1 guess we will give you the penalty of 
the law, or—or will you stop selling 
milk at once?" 

"Broke me up; 1 guess I’ll have to." 
was the reply. 

NMiile John Oehrll, a dairyman living 
on the Shelby-street road, was on tho 
stand a friend of his "butted In." and 
almost "got himself In bad." The 
health officers tesnlfied that Ojhrll has 
made very little efrort to "efban up" 
since the reecplte was given him and 
that he continued to feod slop. Oehrll's. 
defense was that he had just bought a 
farm and dairy from John Diersen, on 
the Eighteenth-street road, and that 
he was waiting for the deed to be ex¬ 
amined before he moved, .Magistrate 
Hollis decided to suspend judgment 
under the condition that Oehrll cease 
soiling milk until he moved to his 
place. Oehrll then w'as asked If he 
could not move at once and Diersen re¬ 
plied for him; 

"I guess so. but, your honor, 1 have 
been to Oehrll’s place and I know* that 
It is Just as clean as mine.” The heilth 
officers had just given evidence that 
Oehrli's stables w'ere fo dirty that the 
w'alls were covered w'Uh a slimy coat.

It was chargisl—and the President was 
made to believe—that certain men of the 
Twenty-fifth ‘Ipfantry had made a mur¬ 
derous midnight assiiult upon the sleep¬ 
ing men. women and children of-Browms- 
vUle; that they had •*8hot-up” the town, 
aa the expression goes, and Uiat they hod 
killed one rmin and wounded another and 
put In Jeopaniy the lives of many. He 
beileved that this was dpne by a few. but 
that otners of the battalion knew and re¬ 
fused to disclose the Identity of the men 
who did U. 

As a result he ordered that the whole 
battalion should bp dhtmUsed without 
honor, the innocent and the guilty alike; 
the guilty because they were guilty, the 
lunoceht hoc'auso they could not be dis¬ 
tinguished from the guilty. 

Among these men were old soldiers who 
liad servod many years; their service had 
been bpnust, faithful,> gallant and dis¬ 
tinguished. One of them had served con- 
UnuouMly for twenty-six years. In fif¬ 
teen months more he could have retired 
on a pension for life. His service had 
been renden>d not only on the frontiers 
of tills country, but Iri Cuba and In the 
P)dllpplni‘S. It hiul covered both war 
and peace. In all that long period nut 
one single black mark had been registered 
agAiliiHt him. He had never been court- 
rpartialed; he tiad never been piinlsheii: 
he had never been even reprimanded. On 
every one of Ms numerous discharges It 
was recorded that his character was ex- 
ceiU^nt and that his services had been 
eOiclent- His case Is but an lihistratlon. 
in ki little stronger degree, of many 
others. 

These men had been given no opportu¬ 
nity to be hcMurd. U seemed to me that no 
feOiin In this countrj’ was so humble tha< 
Hie should not be given a day In court 
Domewliere, or somo lime, or some place 
to rnake his defense, confront his aic- 
nisers.nnd refute their tiurt-lmony against 
h|rn; and oapecially should soldiers have 
the benefit <$f such a hearing.

The Law In the Case. 


Tho portion of tho law bearing upon 
the points In dispute is Section 8, which 
so far as matertul, Is as follows: “Soctlun 
^That the term 'misbranded,' as us»vi 
horeJn. shall apply to all drugs or ar¬ 
ticles of food or articles which enter luto 
the oompcaltion of food, the package or 
Label of which shall bear any smtemeiu, 
design or device regarding such article, 
or the Ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or mi^iOiiding 
In any particular.* • • That for tla* pur¬ 
poses of this act, an article shall also be 
deemed to be misbranded.* * * In tho 
case of food: 

I*’1rst—If It be an imitation of or of¬ 
fered fur sale under the distinctive name 
of anothfor article. • • • Fourtn-*lf 
the p:tckuge containing it or Its label shai; 
bear any statement, design or device re¬ 
garding tho iDgredlenta or the substanr.rs 
contained therein, wheloh statement, de¬ 
sign or device #hall be false or mislead¬ 
ing in any t>artlcu}ar: Provided, that an 
article of food which does not contain any 
added poisonous or deleterious liigredlents 
shall not be deemed to be adulterated or 
misbranded in the following cases:

First—In the case of mixtures or com- 
pbund which may be now or from time 
to time hereafter known aa articles of 
food under their own distinctive names, 
and not an imitation or offered for sale 
under the distinctive name of another ar¬ 
ticle. If the name be accompanied on the 
sumo label or brand with a statement of 
the place where said article has been 
manufactured or produced. 

Second—In the case of articles labeled, 
bmnded. or tKged. so as to plainly In¬ 
dicate that tlToy are compounds, imita¬ 
tions or blends, and the word ''com¬ 
pound." ''imitation*' or “blond.*' as the 
case may be. is plainly stated on the 
package In which it Is offered for sale: 
provided, that the term blond aa used 
nereip shall bo construed to mean a mix¬ 
ture/of like substances, not excluding 
harmless coloring or flavoring ingredients 
used for the purpose of cjoloring 
llavoring only; and provided further, that 
nothing in this act shall be construed as 
requiring or compelling proprietors or 
manufacturers of proprlutary foods which 
contain no unwholesome added ingredient 
to disclose thhlr Imde formulas except 
In so far as the provisions of this act 
may require to secure freedom from adul¬ 
teration or misbranding. ^

Purpose of Food Law. 

Before stating or discussing the par¬ 
ticular Queatlons as to which you desire 
my opinion. 1 think It will conduce to 
clearness to call attention to the generai 
purpose of this act and to some consid¬ 
erations founded thereon. 

The primary pun^oses of the pure food 
law is to protect against fraud to con¬ 
sumers of food or drugs; os an Incidental 
or secondary purpose. It seeks to prevent, 
or at least dlsoourage, the use of d^o- 
terious substances for either purpose; but 
Its first aim Is to insure, so far as pos¬ 
sible. that tho purchaser of an article 
of food or of a drug shall obtain nothing 
different from what he wishes and intends 
to buy. - 

According to the recognized canons of 
8iatutor>' construction, the langu^e of 
Its provisions must be Interpreted wHh 
reference to and in liarmony with this 
primary general purpose; so that in deter¬ 
mining tho proper nomenclature for us- 
tkies of food ns dclined In the i^t. the 
Intention of the law will be best observ ed 
by giving to such articles names readily 
understooiLand conveying definite and fa¬ 
miliar ItMfW to the general public, al¬ 
though such names may 
the view of a chemist or 
expert In 

as In the distillation and refining of 
spirits. Moreover, the si^o name may 
he given by dealers or by the general 
public to two or more subst^ces varying 
very’ materially In their scleniltic char¬ 
acteristics. and this fact must be jlven 
duo weight In passing upon questions of 
branding or labeling under the Uiw.

D^flnintion of Blend. 


To Jetermlne the proi>er use of the 
tiTm ''blend ” wo must first note that the 
definition of tho word In fh© law Is novel 
and nrbllrun'. U is thus detintnl by 
Webster: “Blend, n. A thorough mix¬ 
ture of one thing wlt^ another, as colors, 
liquors, etc.; a shading or merging of on© 
Votor, tint, etc., into another, so that It 
canqot he known w'here one tint ends or 
the other begins." 

There Is nothing In this deftnltion about 
'•likeness" In Uie substances minglinl; 
this feature Is IntroduciKi for some special 
purpose in the law. and tho latter must 
be fnterprmed so ns to give effixrt to this 
purpose. To show this more clearly w© 
may also not© tho sarn© dictionary deflnl- 
lion of “ctjmpound." This Is: "Com¬ 
pound, n. That w'lUch Is compound^ or 
fonned by the union or mixture of olo- 
ments. Ingredients’ or parts; a combina¬ 
tion of slniples.*' 

“Compound" and “blend" aro subsLati- 
Hally synonymous when applied to mix¬ 
tures of liquids in ordinary speech, but 
the pure-fc^ law establishes a distinc¬ 
tion of its own between them based upon 
the character ot the Ingredleiils entering 
into the mixture. 

• • • 

*'Like Substances.*’ 


In discussing, therdfore. whnt degree of 
“likeness" betw'een the mingled * sub¬ 
stances will justify their designation os 
a “blend" It must be always and care¬ 
fully remembered (1) that “blend" is 
meant to be something essentially dif¬ 
ferent from “compound; and (2) that the 
subject under consideration Is a name for 
an article of food to be embodied In a 
label or brand in harmony with the pri¬ 
mary purpose of the law as above ex¬ 
plained. 

Without going into metaph>‘slcal dis¬ 
tinctions or needless explanations, it is 
my opinion that effect will be most surely 
given to tho evident Intent of this pro¬ 
vision of the law, if It be held that 
“blenil." as a substantive, or “blended." 
as an udjertive can be properly Jind le¬ 
gally used In brands or labels under the 
act of 1906 only upon a single substan¬ 
tive .either In the Angular or In the plu¬ 
ral. need fbllow to approprlotely and ade¬ 
quately designate tho combination-^thus 
we can speak of a “blend of teas" or a 
“blended l<‘a,“ but not of a “blend of 
tea and coffee." 

• • • 

Oue Term Must Describe. 


To state the same proposition In differ¬ 
ent language. 1 think the two articles 
mixed must be capable of accurate and 
sufflclent description by a single tenn— 
they must be substances known by the 
same name and that name must be suf- 
flclontly distinctive to afford reasonable 
warning to a purchaser. 

If. tneroforo, the question bo what 
ought to bo called “blend of sherry" or 
"blended sherry" or "blended sherries." 
I think that such terms could be applied 
with propriety only to a mixture of two 
or more sherries, and not to a mixture 
of sherrj' with port or w'llh madeira. 
This is not because “likeness" does not 
exist between tho three kinds of wine 
mentioned, not bex'ause great similarity 
may not be found in their chemical cor..- 
position: It is quite possible that In the 
latter respect some kinds of sherry would 
be found to have a greater rcscmblanoo 
to some kinds of port than to other kinds 
of sherry: just as tho chemical composi¬ 
tion of a diamond might have much 
greater similarity to that of coal than to 
that of some other gems; but the term 
"blended 8heiT>’" could not he approprl- 
atn to a mixture of sherry and port; It 
would mlrlcad on Intending purchaser as 
to the fact that port entered into ,the 
combination; the latter might be named 
with equal propriety “blended port." 

• • • 

Blends of Port and Shenry. 


On the other hand. If this mixture 
should be termtMl a '’blend of port,und 
slierry" there Is no distinction the 
designation betw'een a mixture off those 
two distinct wines and a mixture Iwo 
sherries or of two p(»rts. and I think the 
law clearlv intende<l there should be such 
a distinction. It might be, perhaps, con¬ 
sistent with the law to call such a mix¬ 
ture “blended wines." but this title would 
be Insufficiently spe<lflc: It might destg- 
nato a mixture of burgundy and claret 
os w'ell as one of port and sherry. In 
my opinion, it Is the Intent of the act 
of 190G. 

That tho term “blended sherry" or 
“blend of sherry" or “blond of sherrleji’' 
shall designate a mixture of two or more 
kinds of sherry; w'bUe the titles "com¬ 
pound of port and sherry" or "compound¬ 
ed port and sherry" would apprc>priately 
designate a mixture of two unlike sub¬ 
stances in the view of tho law, namely 
two distinct and different kinds of wine; 
"unlike’* just as diamonds and coal are 
'’unlike suhatances." 

It may Im that by diluting neutral spir¬ 
it (ethyl alcohol) with enough distilled 
waiter to reduce It to the n«.irmttl alcoholic 
strength of sherry wine, and, by ad^ng 
appropriate flavoring and coloring sub¬ 
stance, a mixture can be produced which 
tastes and smells and looks like sherr>’. 
anti, when consumed, produces substan¬ 
tially the same effects; this mixture, sup¬ 
posing it to oontaJn no article dolctorl- 
ous to health, would be appropriotely 
labeled or branded under the law “Imita¬ 
tion sherry." If It were mixed with real 
sherry, no one would for a moment claim 
that the two substances thus combined 
were sufficiently "like" to warrant the 
description of the resultant ns a “blend;" 
It could only be accurately la1>ele<l under 
the law as a “compound of genuine and 
imitation sherries.* *a designation which 
would not probably promote Its sale.

Is Whisky Natural Spirits?

Before dealing directly with these aues« 
lions 1 think It may be well to indicate 
the appUoatlon of this law to a class of 
liquids affording a field for Us Interpre¬ 
tation with less opportunity, for dispute— 
I refer to winea it will not be questioncyl 
that to be branded or labeled "sherry'." 
“port" or Madeira,:* a wine must have 
inherently, and not because any sub¬ 
stance Is added to it, the flavor known as 
that of sherryi port or Madeira, as the 
case may be. There are dlfferoni kinds 
of each of these wines: experts can rec¬ 
ognize dlffert>ni brands or vintages by 
tlu«(r resiK^tlve flavors, and these flavors 
vary considerably: nevertheless, there can 
be no doubt that the sherry, the port 
and the Maderla flavors are distinct from 
each other, and that each of them h.'is 
some quality of Us own, shared by all 
vari.etles of the Siime species of a'lpe. 

Thwo Is, however, an evident distinction 
to Ih> drawn l>etwecn a wine such as 
sherry, port or Madeira, and a wine such 
a© champagne. In the view of a chem¬ 
ist or physicist, champagne would be. 
doubtless, described as "a compound." for 
it consitts essentially of a wine, of sugar 
nnd of en aeraxlng gas, three substiinces 
ot»vlous!y "unlike." 

I The law, however, lo my op.nlon, do.a 


Applying the same . principlea to the 
choice of brands or labeds for distillod 
spirits, and eapeclaily for whiskies, we 
are at once confronted by the question 
whether whisky corresponds to a whio 
like sherry or to a wine like champagne: 
that Is to say. whether It Is a natumi 
or ortiflclal spirit, meaning by the first 
term, of course, not that It exists any¬ 
where as a product of nature, but that 
It Is tho resultant of the process of dis¬ 
tillation alone, without nefnling nny 
further addition to furnish Us character¬ 
istic qualitlea 

In the flm case It would be assimilated 
to brandy or rum; In the second contin¬ 
gency to gin. since gin is essentially a dJs- 
tllle<i 8!)lrlt. frequently os nearly neutral 
as may readily be. flavored by an InfuiUon 
of juniper iK^rrles. ^ 

I learn from the f>apers referred lo mo 
that the l>©partmenl of Agriculture has 
r«ichi*d the conclusion tha4 whiskw 
brandy and nim, and unlike gin. Is a 
natural spirit. Us t^uliar taste and 
aroma being Imparted to It In the course 
of flistlllation. nnd arliring primarily from 
essenthU 0)1© existing In the sulistances 
from which It may be distilled: that Is to 
sav. it coffersponds to a wine like sherry 
and not t# a wine like champagne. Thl^ 
conclusion seems to be fully warrantf-d 
by Information contained in the papers 
before me and by such other Information 
as I have been able to obtain; nevcrlhc- 
Irrss. ns hereinafter set forth, the state¬ 
ment may perhaps need some quallflca- 
tion, or rather some explanation. 

• • • 

Definition of Whisky. 

It Is doubtful, however, whether Ih© 
definition of "whisky" contained In tho 
popers aforesaid and which I understand 
to have r«»ce!v<Hl tho approval of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Is quite broad 
enough to meet the general Intent'of the 
law of 1906. This definition I understand to 
be as follows: 

“VSHilsky Is a distillate, nt the requlrcii 
alrtdvDUc slr^mglh. from tho fe»-meiU»-d 
mrts^h of nuiUed cereals. Or from molt 
aith unmaliid cereals and contains the 
congeneric subsmnees formed with ethyl 
wHch are volatile at the ordinary 
tcmp**iwlures of dhftlllntlon and which 
give the character to the dlstillnle." 

In Webr^'s dlctlonarj* "whisky" Is 
defined os folV>ws: "An Intoxicating liquor 
dtstUled from grain. nomt^Mss. etc., rspe- 
ctally in Scothind. Irehind and the UnllM 
States. In the United Stales, whisky is 
generally distilled from maize, ryt* or 
w*hea.t. tnit In Scotland and Trel.ind is 
often made from malte<l barley." 

In W^->rcester*s dlctlonar>' It is doflued 
as: "A kind of erdrU distilled from barlvy, 
whent. rye. malza. potatoes, etc." 

In Ohambeirs’ r^»c>-chn>edhv of l.gTS it is 
defined as follow©: "A spirit m.adc by db- 
[ filial Ion from grain of nny sort and frMU 
I other materialo. as bock wheat, poTaP»es 
I and e%'en turnips."

I Not Alwnys From Careal.

fp m rtandard popular works of roforen.-© 
might be given and 1 think there enn be 
no doubt that a spirit generally known 
and described as ‘’whisky’’ U often tl’s- 
HIUmI from pota-toes and occasionally 
from other substancvs which could scarce. 
Iv b© oorrectly clns5rf*d as cereals. I note 
this ft^ct. bocauso it nnpo.ars to me con¬ 
trary to the i*rlrit and subverslv*' of the 
purpose of the pure food law to adopt a 


definition which would exclude from the 
name any Hubstan - geiieruily under¬ 
stood by tho public to be entitled to It; 
that is to miy, tho nomenclature adopted 
to give effect lu the act ought to be. In 
my opinion, pi^puhtr uml not sciejiiine.

Blend of Two Whiskies. 


It being admltte^l that whisky is a no- 
liuxiX spirit, huring C4Wtaln "congonerh- 
5Ubata4ices," which, in the language of liie 
nilKive deflfiitlon, ’’give the ciutracter to 
the distillate.” It seenYS obvious that, u 
nvlxtum of rwo or nx*re different whiskies 
as deilncHl, whether their tUfforentes,arise 
from the chunuilcr of the subs Lances 
whlcit tlMsy were disUlled or from the 
tnolbod of dlsimaUon use»l in eocli 
r»opoctl\tfly, or even from their several 
ages and the environment in wlilch they 
wens kept subsequent to dlsuimton 
would be appropn^cly termed a ‘‘plena | 
of whisldea" or "blended whisky, or ■ 
"blended Whiskies;’’ nay one of ih^^e; 
tlire© terms would be appropriate, piy 
vidod tiuti each artiejo entering Inlo the 
combination, standing alone would ap¬ 
propriately doelguated as "w'hUky. 

The mixture of a i^lrli properly deslg- 
TUited as "whisky*’ with another spirit 
which, standing aJonei, would not be prop- 
erly dcsigiiated as “whisky," such «» 
ethyl alcohol, must. In my opinion, be 
labeled or bm^ed as a "compound or 
as "oompounded.” ^ ^ ^ 

(Compound Defined. 


This question lias given rise to a very 
animated dispute, and it Is understood 
that great Importanoe Is attached by dscu- 
er« to its determination, which Is thought 
to Involve serious pecuniary loss or gain 
to some or others among thorn: I have, 
therefore^ considered It very carefully. In 
(Thambers* Encyclopaedia, above quoted. 
Volume ill, article "Distillation, occurs 
tho following passage: "If j 

and water iiassted over In dlsillhitlon. ml 
spirits, from whatever extraoted. would 
be the same, b’jt this is nut the case. 
Brandy, which Is distilled from wine, 
a peculiar essential oil derived from the 
grape and also some ‘acid; tuni Is im¬ 
pregnated with an esaentfai oil from the 
sugar cane, and with other Impurities; 
malt liquor has ^e c*esontial oil of l^ley, 
etc. It Is these essential oils that give VO 
the various spirits their dlsUngulshlng 
flavors. Some of the oils and <^ther Irn- 
purities are disagreeable snd 
noxious, and It Is on© of tbe objedU of 
rectifying to remove these. The mellow¬ 
ing effeols of age upon spirits is owing 
to the evaporation, or spontaneous de¬ 
composition of the essential oils. Newly 
dlslliled splriU are, in genenu, flery and 
specially unwholesome," 

• • • 

Spirits Not Like Whisky. 

This statement from a popular 
seems to be fuUy sustained by wc>rks of 
greater sclcntilic authority, and shows, in 
my opinion, that, fur the purposes of the 
pure food law. neutral spirit or ethyl al¬ 
cohol. If absolutely pure, would bo not 
only like but actually IdenUcal. whether 
It were derived from fruit, from cereals, 
from sugar cane or from any 
the mnjiy substances which can furnish 

*^n^niuch os a state i>f absolute purity 
cannot iC attained by any Irealment ap¬ 
propriate for commercial purpos^^. It may 
perhaps, more nearly accurate to sa> 
that each of those different kinds of neu¬ 
tral KptrllB Is a like substance to <>ne of 
any other kind; but, if we 
ethyl alcohol is a "like substsnee to 
whisky, then we roust also concede that 
brandy and rum are “like subst^c^ fo 
whisky also, because each of on

Compound and Not Blend. 

I conclude, iherelPre, that according to 
the true intent of the Pure Food Jaw a 
mixture of whisky with neutral sp.rlt 
must be deemed a "compound" and not 
a *n>iend.** altlKmgh the spirit may he 
a distillate from the same subetance used 
to furnish the wiiisky, and that suen a 
mixture rtiyids on the same fooling as a 
mixture <rf wlUsky and brandy or of whis¬ 
ky and rum. 

The deflnJtlon of "whisky*' as a natural 
spdrtt involves as Its corollary that there 
t^VN B:B SUCH A THING AS "IMITA¬ 
TION WHISKY." If the siune process 
wen^ followed of whlcli we spoke In con¬ 
nection with artifW’laj wine, namely. If 
ethyl alcohol, either pure or mixed with 
dhnilled watvr. were ^ven by the adduton 
of liannles® coloring and flavoring sul>- 
atancee. tho appearance and flavor of 
whisky. It Is tmpossiWo to And any aiher 
name for the product In conformity with 
the Pure Food law, than "imitation 
whisky." 

An Interesting question rcmalna the 
question, In my opinion, of greoftest diffi¬ 
culty connected with the subject; namely, 
whether a mixture of a liquid such as 
has just been described or Indeed a mix¬ 
ture of ethyl alcohol Itself with whisky 
ought to he labeled "whisky" a< all.

Ethyl Alcohol (.nd Whisky. 

Oil Ih* other hand, lUori? Is and has 
been for a long time In existence a wcil- 
know’n practice of mixing ethyl alcohol 
with whisky to give the latter an artlflcioJ 
age, aad thus pr^uce tho so-caJbjd '’mel¬ 
lowness" of old whisky, which is caused 
by tho gradual and partial evaporation 
of th© es^rntlal oils contained In lu w 
whisky; and It seem.s to be a long and 
wrelt-estaldished custom In the trade to 
call the mixture of whisky and alcohol 
thus produced "blencUd whisky." tor 
the reasons above set forth, 1 think th© 
law has forbidden the use of the ad¬ 
jective. but it is otherwise with the 
noun. 

In tho Encyclopaedia Britannlcai of 1878. 
Volume VH,. under tho head "Distilla¬ 
tion." theni Is the following statement: 
"PUit-bottomcHl and flre-hcated Htlll are 
considered the best for the dlfrtJllation of 
malt spirits, os by them tho flavor 
nrwscrvcd. Coffey’s sUll. on the other 
hand. Is the best for the dlstlUailon of 
grain spirit, as by It a spirit Is ubUUncil 
almost entirely destitute of flavor^and of 
a srongth varying from 55 to 70 over 
proof. Spirit produced of this high 
strength evaporates nt such a low tera- 
l>erature that Hcarcely any of the volaUle 
oils on w'hlch the peculiar flavor of splri^ 
depend aro evaporated with It. hence the 
roasoti why It Is not adapted for the dis¬ 
tillation of malt wdilsky. which require 
a certain amount of these oils to give It 
Its requisite flavor. Tho spirit produced 
by Coffey’s still Is. therefore, chiefly used 
for making gin and factitious brandy by 
the recUflers, or for being mixed with 
malt whiskies by the wholesale dealers. 

• • • 

Must Be O>mpound. 


The practice therrln dc*scribed has be¬ 
come during the past twenty-eight yeani 
much more general than It then was. In 
the United States as well as In Great 
Britain, and Improvements In the art of 
distillation have rendered it much easier 
and more profllahle. 

Ai above explained, I consider, “cham¬ 
pagne’' a substantial label or brand for 
the composite win© known by that name. 
If a natural wine existed which was 
sweet and sparkling and also generally 
known as “champagne," a mixture of 
the two mlglit be. I think, appropriately 
called “compound" or "compound cham¬ 
pagne." and, in accordance with this 
analogy. I conclude that a combination 
of whlsk>* with ethyl alcohol, supposing, 
of course, that there Is enough whisky In 
it to make It a real compound and not 
th© mere semhlanc© of one. may be fair¬ 
ly called "whisky,** provided the name Is 
accompanied by tho word "compound" 
or “compounded.** and provided a state¬ 
ment of the presence of another spirit 
is Included In substance In the title, I 
am strengthened In this conclusion by 
understanding from the papers you have 
referrod to me that It has t)een reached 
by tho Department of Agriculture as well. 
• • • 

Sample Labels Suggested. 

The following seem to m© appropriate 
specimen brands or labels for (1) 
“straight’’ whisky; (2) a mixture of two 
or more ''straight” whiskies; (8) a mix¬ 
ture of “straight" whisky and ethyl alco¬ 
hol. and (4) ethyl alcohol flavored and 
colored BO as to taste, smell and look Ilko 
whisky. 

<1) Semper Idem whisky; a pure, 
straight whisky mellowed by ago; 

(2) E Plurlhua ’Unum whisky; a blend 
of ptiro, straight whiskies with all tho 
merits of each: 

(3) Modem Improved whisky; a com¬ 
pound of pure grain distillates, mellow 
and free from liarmful Impuritlvs: 

(4) Something better than whisky; an 
Imitation under th© pure-food law, free 
from fusel oil and other Impurities. 

In the third specimen It Is assuinod that 
both the whisky and the alcohol aro dis¬ 
tilled from grain.

Edmund W. Taylor, of Frankfort, the 
well-know'n Kentucky dlsC^ller, who has 
conducted tho campaign w'hlch the 
straight w'hlsky men have been mak¬ 
ing Cor tho last five years In an ef¬ 
fort to have labels show the exact 
character of oil brands purporting to 
be whisky, to-night made the follow¬ 
ing statement with referenoe to the 
Attorney General's decision: 

"The decision of President Roose¬ 
velt and * Attorney Genoral Bonaparte 
18 a sweeping victory for the straight 
whisky dlstiltcrs. It virtually means 
that 85 per cent, of th© so-called whis¬ 
ky which Is now being sold to the re¬ 
tailers and tho consumers of the 
United States will have to be marke<l 
'compounded* or 'Imitation* whisky. It 
means that tho quartor of a billion 
gallons of genuine whisky resting in 
tho bonded warehouses throughout this 
country will now have a chance of 
reaching the consumer, no longer In- 
torcopted by the flood of substitutes 
which have hUherto well night driven 
tho genuine article from the market. 
It means tha;t 60.000,000 gallons of neu¬ 
tral .spirits, technically known os ethyl 
alcohol, which each year have been 
used to sophisticate straight whisky 
by the use of chemical essences and 
artificial coloring matter, can no longer 
be sold in the Interstate commerce un¬ 
der labels calling It 'w’hlsky* unless 
that word be accompanied by the 
w'amlng words 'compound* or 'Imita¬ 
tion.* 

"By the terms of Uio decision these 
adulterations cannot even use the 
euphonious word 'blend* lo conceal the 
true character of the mixture, as man¬ 
ufacturers of the concoction have been 
attempting to do pending the Attor¬ 
ney (jeneral's decision, since even tho 
word 'blond* cannot any longer be 
abused according to the rigid Inter¬ 
pretation which has now been put upon 
tho provision In the act. which plainly 
restricts the word to a mixture of two 
whiskies. 

“This question of w'hisky adulteration 
upon which the President and the At¬ 
torney QenenU ore now raising the cur¬ 
tain. though comparatively new to tho 
general public, has been long fanilllar 
to oil the State and Federal food *cjn- 
trol authorities. 

forth In volume 9 of the last census, 

"Section 3244 of the rovisod statu tea 
allow's a so-called rectifier lo imitate 
genuine whisky, brandy, rum, etc., un¬ 
der a Federal license Issued by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. Tho re.suU 
of this remarkable prerogative Is set 
forth In volumes of the Iasi census. 
W’hlch says: *Mo«t of the distilled 
liquors consumed by the American pej- 
ple pass lhrj>ugh rectifying houses and 
consist of the cheapej^t concoctions of 
neutral spirits and drugs to the sim¬ 
ple blending of young and old whls 
kie.s.* 

"Every single drop of this has here¬ 
tofore been sold to tho public under 
labels representing It to be pure 
straight whlskj*. actually aged and 
coming from some celebrated dtHtlllory. 
Under the food and drugs act, as It 
has consistently been construed all 
along by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and is now' finally construed by 
the Department of Justice and by tho 
Prestdenit. these mixtures can no longer 
b© sold in deceit, but must be offered 
to the consumer for exactly w'hai they 
are.** 

When the Pure Food Bill W'as pend¬ 
ing before Congress Mr. Taylor ap¬ 
peared before tho committee and ar¬ 
gued for this construction of tho act, 
and w'as also before the special cDm- 
mission W’hlch met In New York la«l 
Steptembor to formulate the regulaliors 
by which the law Is to bo enforced. 
To-day's decision upholds Iho CL-gult- 
tlons. __

"Any furnace used for any trade must 
a^nsuipe Its own smoke under a penalty 
not exceeding £6 for the first offense, £10 
for the second, and so 'on In geometrical 
progression, like the nails In a horseshoe. 
An important factory Is thus absolutely 
at the mercy of the Magistrate, for If 
there Is a conviction, say. once a week 
for a year, the fine would soon reach a 
prohlbitlvo sum. easily calculable. The 
act is relentoAt. though, since it goes on 
to say ’the words "consume or burn the 
smoke" shall not be held In all cases to 
mean "consume or burn all the smoke’’;* 
and If the person has consumed as much 
smoke as ho possibly could consume the 
fine may be remitted. The person may

’ OLDEST TREE ON EARTH. 

[From Rosalie Slaughter Morton’s "The 

City of the Sacred Bo-Tree," In the 
April Century ] 

This Bo-tree Uhe Ficus rellgiosa) Is 
probably the oldest living thing In the 
world of which record hns been kept by 
man. and. with the possible exception of 
the sequoia, the oldest of living trees. It 
was brought from India by the Princess 
Banghamltta. and w'os platUcd by King 
Dewananplya Tlssa In 288 B. C. It Is, 
therefore. 2,196 years old. The preserva¬ 
tion of this tree has been an object of 
reverent solicitude to successive dynas¬ 
ties and either through supehstitkius rev¬ 
erence or because of Its worthless ness to 
a plunderer. It has been spared amid all 
the havoc of repeated invasions. As re¬ 
cently os A. D. 1739 It was endowed with 
lands by Kaja Slncth. a Kandian chief. 

The Bo-tree's age and Identity are mat¬ 
ters of absolutely faithful record, and 
when one recalls that In the rigorous cll- 
miite of Northom Germany. In Hlldes- 
helm, there grows a rosebush which Is 
1,000 years old, it does not seem so re¬ 
markable that In the baJmy climate of 
Ceyton this tree should have lived twice 
as long.

Who Bhowed thU 
concIuBlvely that the death ofTt. 
t«»k In or near the Vatican and the 

irrmt church that bears W* name, and 
not ns later tradition afflnned, on the 
JanloiUuni. where the church on San Pie- 
tro In .Montorlo stands, has given a lect- 
ure In the crypt of St. Peter’s, the un- 
questionable site where the sarcophagus 
of the great apostle is to be found 
The professor pointed out that the pres- 
eiu basilica stands on the very spot on 
which once stood the great \illa of Nero. 
Alany pagan tombs have been found there 
proving that the grounds of the villa con’ 
talned a burying place for the usa of 
Caesar's household. If st Peter w*»re 
martyred there with the other Chrtaclans 
who jverlshed In the per.secuUoif of Nero 
It would be extremely probable that h« 
would be Interred in the tomb of om ot 
Caesar’s servants, since the eplstlo to the 
Phlllpplans proves that Christian^ wers 
to be found In the household of the em¬ 
peror. 

This would account for the fact that no 
Chi*i8tlan cemetery grew up a/ouiid the 
remains of fix. Peter, as often happened 
around tho resting place of an luipcclaily 
holy martyx. The surrounding {logan 
tombs would render this Impossible, 

Prof. Marucchl quoted authorities which 
show that from early In the Second cen¬ 
tury® there Is a contlnu.>U8 and undoubted 
chain of witnesses to the tradition, which 
makes It certain that the body of the 
threat apostle was r^'.y |p be found there.

Is Intrijsted with 
tho enforcement of the new State law 
requiring food stuffs for live slock to 
be branded according to Its quality, ha.s 
sent a circular letter to all dealers In 
and manufacturers of stock foodq In¬ 
forming them of what the law demands 
and the steps required of them In order 
to conrvply with the law'. The manu¬ 
facturers are required to use one of 
three tags which will be designated by 
the experiment station, on all packages 
of manufactured food for stock. A tag 
printed In black letetrs Indicates that 
the food la pure and is made from only 
one kind of grain. A tag printed In red 
letters shows that the contents of the 
package Is pure in Itself, but made from 
Ifferent grains. If the tag Is prlnte In 
yellow It brands the package as con¬ 
taining food adulterated with foreign 
substances and therefore of little value 
for food. These lags must be lied on 
. all sacks of stock feed offered for sale, 

I and the purchaser can therefore toll at 
{ a glance from the color of the tags 
what he Is buying.

JUSTICE FITZGERALD’S CHARGE 

TO JURORS IN THE THAW CASE 


"You Must Take the Law Absolutely Prom the Court—Of 
the Facts You Are the Sole Judges,” 


New York. April 10.—Justice Fitzger¬ 
ald’s charge to the 'Thaw Jury was a,» 
follows: 

Cknulemen of tho jury, U now becomes 
my duty to give to >*00 such InsLniotions 
on Lhe law as are neceeMtry to oxLable you 
to ixrrform.your duties as Jurors and to 
define to ybu the legoJ guides by wb)ch 
you ore to be governed In considering the 
evidence and reaching your ooncluslotjs. 

It has been particularly gratifying to me 
to realize that you were selected by the 
people oivd by tho defendonit os fair- 
minded men after the exanUnatlon of 337 
talesmen and before the peremplor>* chiU- 
longos allowed by law lisd been ex¬ 
hausted. 

Ivot me impress on you the importance 
of tho Issue you are to decide. The life of 
a olUzen within the protection of the law, 
It is enlarged, has been token by the de- 
fet\dant, and the defendant Is here to an¬ 
swer to live law for that. You must take 
th.i law absolutely from the court—of the 
facts you are the sole iudges. 

A defendant In a criminal action Is pre¬ 
sumed to be innocent until the contrary 
be proven, and In cose of a reasonable 
doubt that his guilt Is not satisfactorily 
shown he is entUlad to an acquUtal. 

Let me begin by Instructing you on the 
general consrtmctlon of the law. Tlie 
statute of homicide Is divided Into general 
divisions, which In turn are subdivided, as 
I will later explain. 'The two chief dl\is- 
ions are homicide that Is criminal and 
homicide that Is not criminal. 

• t • 

Criminal Homicides. 

Criminal homicides are murder In the 
first degree, murder in the second degree 
and mansloAighter In the first and second 
degrees. 

Such homicide, unlees excusable or justi¬ 
fiable, Is murder In the first degree. wtM*n 
committed from deliberation and premedi- 
tatlon with a design to effect the death 
of the person kllM. If It Is oonrunllted 
without premeditation or deliberation, but 
wl»th a design to kill, U Is murder In the 
second degree. If the homicide Is com¬ 
mit ttMl In the heat of passion, without 
dpsign to’ kin. but wHh a dangerous 
w*eapon. It would be manslRughier In Uie 
first degree. All leaser criminal homicides 
arc* classed as manslaughter in the second 
degree. 

• • • 

JuBtiflnble Homicide. 


Homicide which Is not criminal Is 
clsssed as jusilfkible or excusable. Homi¬ 
cide Is jusllAnblo wlien commute J In the 
lawful defense of the slayer or his wife 
oA child, brother. slst*T, mother, master 
or s«^r\*am or other person, when there is 
re-.isonable ground to apprehend that a 
crime is about to be oonimltted against 
such person and there Is Immlnem dan-. 
ger of the design being carried out. 

Homicide Is excusalile when by accident 
or misfortune It Is committed in a lawful [ 
way. 

Homlrhle is also excusable In InsnnUv. 
The law Is contained In Sections 23 and 21 
of the Penal Code. Sc*ctlon JO says an ac* 
done by an Imbecile, Idiot, lunatic or In¬ 
sane person Is n*.^ a crime. ThU language , 
Is very broad nnd w*ould at first glance 
ngr*<'*‘ to apply to all p«»r«>ns of unsound 
mind without regard to degree of Insanity. 

Hut Section 21 limits Section 30 as fol- , 
lows: 

“A person Is not e*^rusttble from crim¬ 
inal liability as an Idiot, Imbecile, lunatic 
or Insane person except on proof that at 
t'mo of coir.(mltt!ng the aKeged crime 
he was laboring under such a defect of 
reason as either not to know the nature i 
or quality of the act or to know that the 
act was wro-ng," 




Premeditation. 


• Before murder in Lhe lirdt degree can 


be done, a distinguished Jurist has said. 
It m.U8t appear that there w*as some sort 
of delfberaiUon and premeditation. This 
of necessity Is for the comprehension of 
the jury. What may be deliberation and 
premeditation in one man might fall far 
short In another. Men differ physically 
and mentally. Each case must depend on 
its own facts. One case may be proved by 
a long train of drcumstances, another by , 
a few sharp facts. I 

And tn still another case the jury nzay j 
find in the act. In the mannyr In wh:oh - 
H a'as dono, the weapon used, the time I 
and the place, the disposition of the vie- > 
tlm. everyUUng necesaary to satisfy them ' 
of the presence of the dellberaitlon and 
premeditation. 

If you are satisfied that there was a 
design to effect death, but without de¬ 
liberation and premeditation, you may 
find murder In the second degree. The de¬ 
fendant may bo convloted under this In- 
dJotmant of murder In the first or second 
degree or manslaughter In the first de¬ 
gree. 

When It appears that the defendant 
conirmitted a ^me, and there Is reason¬ 
able doubt of* which degree he Is guilty, 
ho can be convicted of the lowest only. 

• • • 

C^iaracter Not In Issue. 

As I have tried to Impress on you since 
this trial began, the character of the \'kv 
tlm fumtshee neither excuse nor justlfi- 
cation. 'Tho general character of the vic¬ 
tim Is not the Issue, and, no matter how 
bod he might have been, he was entitled 
to the proteotlon of the law. 

The personal avenger of private or pub¬ 
lic wrongs la not PecogrUzed under our 
law. ©very person Is und^r the nroleo- 
tion of the law. Good or bad, exalted or 
humble, ail are alike covered by Its 
shield. 

The plea of i»ot guilty Is a denial of 
e\'ery material allegation charged against 
the defendant, and such evidence may be 
presented os will offset these allegations 
and eslahllsh Ms Insanity at the time of 
the commission of the aot. 'The law pre¬ 
sumes that sanity |t the normal condi¬ 
tion of man. and where Inoanlty Is the 
plea as the condition of mind of the de- 
feiidaivt at the time of the act. that be¬ 
comes the crucial question for the Jury 
to decide. 

If there existed In tho mind of the de¬ 
fendant an insane Illusion. It Is not an 
excuse unless the Illusion Is of such a 
charucier that If true it would result in 
his Injury. 

Proof of partial or Incipient Insanity is 
not sufficient ns an exc'ose. Tho settled 
law' of the State is that so long aa ix)wer 
to Ofipreclate the nature and quality of 
the act Is preBent. no man must commit 
cr.me If he would escape the conse¬ 
quences. 

If he cocks, aims and discharges a re¬ 
volver. as It Is alleged here, did he know 
when he cocked and fired the weapon 
that the .ict was wrong and that It would 
probably destroy a life, and did he know 
thut the act was foi’bldden by law'? That 
Is the question which the law must have 
answered. 

• • t 

The Wife’s Story. 

Under the rule of evidence, the story 
claimed by the defendant’s wife to have 
been told by her to the defendant Is ad¬ 
mitted not as affecting the character of 
the deceased, but that you might consider 
wlmt effect such stor>* had on the de¬ 
fendant's mind. In considering her story, 
her credibility os a wlines,s is highly ma¬ 
terial. and everjnhlng that she has mid 
or done roust bo taken Into considera¬ 
tion. Her admissions regarding the rela¬ 
tions existing between hcnH*ir and the 
defendajit prior and suhsc<iuent to this 
tragedy and prior to her marriage, or any 


other act. should bs weighed In connec¬ 
tion with her story. 

A wide latitude was allowed on cross- 
examlnatlon. You should give due credit 
to all that was developed along with other 
facts. The letters, the will and the codicil 
which are before you were not admitted 
under any ruling os to their competency, 
but by consent of counsel. 

There has been no denial entered 
that death resulted from plstdi shot 
wounds Inflicted by the defendant. 

The legal presumption Is that the de¬ 
fendant was sane wrhen he committed the 
act. It was not Incumbent upon the pros¬ 
ecution to Introduce prellmlnaxy testimony 
to show that he was sane. 

The burden of proof Is upon the de- 
fehse. 

• * • 

Insanity Question- 

Whoever denU^s sanity must prove that 
Insanity Is present The law assumes that 
aJl men are sane, as It assumes all men 
innocent. The burden of proving a crime 
Is In prosecution, but the burden of over¬ 
throwing sanity Is on the person claiming 
It. The defendant Is entitled to the ben¬ 
efit of the doubt In this case. 

The hypothetical questions which were 
answered by tho experts assumed cerUiin 
facts, and the answer was only tho opin¬ 
ion of tho export on choee assumod facts. 
You are not obliged nor are you permit¬ 
ted to accept opinions as you would facts. 
In considering the testimony of medical 
experts, you are to consider their ex¬ 
perience and knowledge, and you should 
consider the quality of the medical testi¬ 
mony juid not Its quantity. 

The .w-called Irresistible Impulse has no 
place In the law and Is not an excuse, 
nor Is every person of a disordered mind 
excused. ^’liUe the burden of proof of 
insanity Is on the defendant, he Is also 
entitled to every reasonable doubt on the 
subject. If the defendant knew the na¬ 
ture or the quality of his aot. or knew 
that the act was wrong, then he com¬ 
mitted a crime. All men differ mentally 
and physically, and this makes It Impos¬ 
sible. os I said before, for the court to 
lay down a fixed rule na showing de¬ 
liberation and premeditation. 

• • • 

Reazonablz Doubt- 


As to the distinction between reason¬ 
able doubt and a possible doubt, you were 
thoroughly examined when you were 
about to become Jurors. The law does not 
require that ih# prosecution shall efface 
every possible doubt. It only requires 
that the prosecution shall go beyond a 
reasonable doubt- As Recorder Smyihe 
once cliarged a jury, the defendant Is en¬ 
titled to have hts guilt established by 
competent evidence and beyond reason¬ 
able doubt. It need not be established 
beyond all doubt, for that Is an Impos¬ 
sibility. Nothing In this world la beyond 
all doubt. The defendant la entitled to 
every Reasonable doubt and that Is all. 

A reasonable doubt Is such a doubt as 
might arise In the mind of an Intelligent 
man who. If called upon to give a reason 
for such a doubt, would not be at a loss 
to do so. A reasonable doubt Is' not an 
imaginary thing. It Is such a doubt os 
arises from the evidence. It Is such a 
doubt as a painstaking man might have 
after a full, fair and Impartial weighing 
of the evidence. To ail such doubts tho 
defendant Is entitled. 

If any of you have a reasonable doubt 
that this defendant Is guilty of murder 
In the first degree, but have no doubt that 
he Is guilty of murder In the second de¬ 
gree. you may find In the second degree.

AFRICAN ARROW POISON.

Dr. Charles Bolton has Investigated the 
toxic properties of an arrow poison a'hi.'h 
was obtained by Dr. D. Alexander from 
a medicine house at Ghasl, a pagan town 
in Northern Nigeria. According to Dr. 
Alexander, the poison when fresh forms 
a semi-fiuid. stick black substance; it Is 
smeared on sticks and is scraped off and 
heated when required for reulpplug the 
arrows. 

It appears to contain the Juice of a v.i- 
rlety of fig, the placenta of which Is u.sej 
In the manufacture of the poison. I>r. Al¬ 
exander states that he s^iw n n ittve shot 
in the abdx)men with a poisoned arrow, 
anil that death resulted, apparently from 
failure of the heart, in about Iwenty-Avo 
nilnutca.

Persons opposed to the annexation 
ordinance now in the hands of a Joint 
committee of the low’er board have lit¬ 
tle cause to worry. The ordinance Is 
practicany dead, according to those at 
the City Hall In a position to know, and 
there is little doubt that the joint com- 
mittee now considering the measure 
will report It unfavorably at the next 
meeting night of the Gei^eral Council. 
Tho ordinance. In its present form, 
provides for the annexation of tho 
White City, Fontaine Ferry Park and 
that portion of Shaw’nee Park not now 
Included In the city limits, tho whole 
of Iroquois Park, ’’Ponyvllle,** a small 
strip on the Fourth avemie side of 
Churchill Downs, and property south 
of there. Including Oakdale, Castle- 
w’ood. a large tract of Lind In the vicin¬ 
ity of Cherokee Park, 240 feet on either 
side of the boulevard, and other terri¬ 
tory, 

'That which has practically killed the 
ordinance is the dLsaffeotlon on the 
part of many who originally favored 
It. This, added to the great nurtrber 
of protests that have been made 
against the ordinance since It w^s In¬ 
troduced in the lower board of tho 
(Jeneral Council one week ago last 
Tuesday night, has cast a damper upon 
the hopes of the fe%v remaining cham¬ 
pions of the ordinance, and they prac- 
tlcaMy have given up all hope of Us 
passage. EN-en were the members of 
the Joint committee now considering 
the ordinance to report it favorably in 
the lower bo«ird and it should pass that 
body, there Is hardly a chaiico that it 
would pass the upper board. Nine 
Aldermen, It Is said, have already de¬ 
clared against the ordinance, and tho 
remaining three are not w'arm ndvo- 
cates of It 

• • • 

Ordinance Practically Dead. 

Louis Summers, City Asessor. w'ho 
with Mayor Barth outlined the terri¬ 
tory for annexation Included In the or¬ 
dinance. while he has not admitted In 
so many words that the ordinanco 
pracllcally Is defeated, haa llttU* hope 
of Us ultimate passage. He admltt'^d 
'esterday that many who at first were 
In favor of iho plans for annexation' 
and had urged upon him the necessity 
for drawing up the annexation ordi¬ 
nance, had now become Indlffenml. and 
In sotho Instances were oppoiMNl to It. 

**I am not vitally Interested In tho 
passage of the ordinance,” said Mr. 
Summers yesterday. ”T feel that I have 
done my duty in having had such an 
ordinance Introduced Into tho Genera! 
Council. Those who at first suggested 
that rho ordlnanco be drawn argped 
thait It would swell tlje population of 
the city and Increase our revenue from 
taxation, while, on the other hand, 
those living in the territory It w’oa pro¬ 
posed to annex w’ould derive benefiis 
which they do not now enjoy. The 
ordinance. \so far as I am concerned, 
is now out of my hands, and tho mem¬ 
bers of the General Council can do with 
It as they please. It is up to them 
and the people affected by the ordi¬ 
nance.”

Surprised At Opposltioix. 

More opposition to the ordinance ha^ 
developed' than w’as at first thought 
probable by those who originally fa¬ 
vored it, and for that reason they are 
willing to let it die without a strug¬ 
gle on their part to save IC Those 
who are opposing the ordinance con¬ 
tend that many w’ho would be affected 
by it should K become effective w’ould 
be compelled to pay an increased 
amount of taxes without deriving a 
proportlono/Le amount of benefit. Much 
of the land that w’ould be brought Into 
the city limits wore the ordinance to 
pass is fit only for farming and gar¬ 
den purposes, it is said, and the own¬ 
ers of this property would suffer great¬ 
ly by reason of the fnereaaed tax rate 
they would be required to pay.

CommissioneT of Society of Friends 
Appeals For $2,500,000 To 
Extend Relief. 


Lfondon. April 10.—Dr. Kcnnard. Com¬ 
missioner of the Soc.lety of FWends, 
W’ho was sent to investigate the Rus¬ 
sian famine, writing from Samara, in 
the heart of the famine district, under 
date of April 3. appeals to the United 
States and Great Britain promptly to 
send help. He says: 

••'There * are 20.000,000 people distrib¬ 
uted In the southeastern provinces of 
Russia who. without aid, cannot live to 
see another harvest,” 

In Samara alone, the Commissioner 
adds, thousands are dying, and 750.000 
are starving. Of the latter, only 372,- 
000 are getting relief, a dole of one 
meal In twenty-four hours. As a meal 
Is only two pounds of bread and a bowl 
of soup, this, according to the Com- 
missionery means dying by degrees. 
Ev’en this meager dole In countless in¬ 
stances is divided among many mouths. 

Inhere are only sufficient funds on 
hand to Inst until May 1. whereas 
money will be needed until the end of 
July, when tho liar\’est will bring re¬ 
lief. Tho Commissioner especially ap¬ 
peals for canned milk. He says there 
are 300,000 children in Samara province 
who have no milk and are forced to 
cat coarse bread made of acorns, pow¬ 
dered wood and cucumbers, resulting 
in thousands of deaths and much dis¬ 
ease. 

In conclusion, the Commissioner ap¬ 
peals to the Anglo-Saxons for 12.500,- 
000 to Fa%'e ”20.000,000 of human hMngs 
who are dying lingering death® from 
siarvation.”

Some Changes In Charter. ^

Plans and speclficaflons for the new 
hospital to bo erected by the Kentucky 
Children’s Home Society on Von Bor- 
rles avenue, between Winter and Rti- 
fers avenues, have been drawn and 
submitted io the board of trustees of 
the sodetyi According to these plans, 
the fospltal will bf> one of the best- 
equipped, as w’ell as most sanitary, of 
Its size In the omntry. The rtustees 
have expressed their approval of them, 
but no definite action will be taken 
until a pmposltlon made by the mana¬ 
gers of the Children’s Free Hospital 
to the society has been acted upon. At 
any evehi the hospital Vlll not go un¬ 
der consrtuctlon until the middle of 
June, us until then the society will not 
be able to take possession of the prop¬ 
erty bought last February for the pur¬ 
pose. I 

The work of the Kentucky CThlldren’a 
Home Society, as It developed from 
3^ar to year, demonstrated tho need of 
a hospital where all helpIefMi. sick chil¬ 
dren can he taken care of. The so¬ 
ciety at present Is In such a poeitlon 
that k is not able to care for any HI 
minor, no mater how destitute orjjidl- 
g^-nt the child may be. In the last few 
yoara those In charge of the society aay 
that they have had Innumerable uppll- 
oatlons for assistance from poor, sick 
children, whom they were forced to 
turn sway because the health of the 
other‘Inmates of tho hiTm-e would be 
placed ill Jeopardy if they were admit¬ 
ted. 

As a soluiiOin of this difficulty the 
society decided that it would be neces¬ 
sary to build a hospital, containing a 
sick w'ard. a convalescent ward, a sur¬ 
gical ward and a detention or quaran¬ 
tine ward. When this plan was made 
public. George L. Sehon, Slate superin¬ 
tendent. said last night, that he was 
visited by representatives from the 
Chlldren'e Free Hospital, who Informed 
him that it u'ould not be necessary to 
build a surgical ward, as the Chil- 
dren's FVee Hospital was well able to 
take core of all surgloal cases. Mr. 
Bchon. however, contended that from 
ihc number of applications that the 
society had received from cripples U 
seemed absolutely Tveoessai'y for such 
a surgIcMl ward (o be built. The Chil- 
diT4i’s Free Hospital then d^hired that 
if neces.Hary ihey would he able to In- 
creasfe the size of Lheir ward. Several 
meetings were held to decide up^Yn ’Jils 
question, tuid until a decision is 
reach-od tho Kentucky Children's Home 
Booieiy wLI not begin building ihelr 
hospital.

Without Surgical Ward. 

Tho plans that have been drawn .‘lto 
for a hospital wUhoui a surgical ward. 
The hospItaJ will he throe stories high 
and will bo built of terra cotta brick, 
wlUi stono copings and tHinmlngs 
There will bo nothing gaudy about tho 
appearance of the building, but evoryr 
thing will bo neat and attractive. The 
building will cost about 830.(K)0. 

Tho silo on which tho hospital will 
bo erc»cted is on Von Boriios avenue, 
bolwoon VVIniter and Uufers avenues, 
and adjoining tho prcsAiit receiving 
homo of tho soolcttyi» The pn>periy la 
seventy feet wide and 180 foot deep, 
and the dimensions of the proposed 
building will bo sixty feet by 100 feci. 
On the ground floor of the building 
will be the sick ward. There will be 
two compartments In this ward, and 
adjoining each comportment there will 
be a dining-room. A corridor, running 
the entire length of the building, will 
separate the dining-rooms from the 
nurses’ and attendants* apartments. 
The second floor, on which will be the 
convalescent ward, will be divided In 
the same manntu*. (^n both floors there 
will be medicine chesfts adjoining the 
attendants* apartments. 

The third floor will be tho quaran¬ 
tine ward. On this floor there will be 
four wards, the floors, walls and ceil¬ 
ings of each one being lined with 
monolith, which will make each room 
germ-proof. Children aJfllcted with the 
same Infectious disease will be kept 
In the same ward. Adjoining each 
ward there wlH be a dlnlng-rot>m. 
which will be used by children w’ho 
have the same disease. Nurses' and 
attendants* rooms also will be on this 
floor, but will be separated from tho 
w’ards by a corridor. Tn addition to 
this there will be a play room for the 

children on each floor. 

• • • 

Every Modem Convenienoe. 

The hooplial will be wjuJpped with 
every modem convenience, A dumb¬ 
waiter will run from the third and sec¬ 
ond floors down to the basement, where 
the kitchens will be sliualed, and will 
' convey all the food to the different 
' floors. There al»o will be a drop run¬ 
ning from the different wards down to 
the basement to carry all the clothing 
Into the laundry. There wiW be sep- 
arat^ compartments In the laundr>' in 
order to keep disease from spreading 
through the clothing of tho patlen<t». 

In addition to the kitchens and laun¬ 
dry rooms in the basement th<*re will 
be a furnace room and a room for a 
dynamo, by means of wrhich the Ken¬ 
tucky Childrens’ Home Society intends 
to furnish lu own light. This dynamo 
will furnish light for all tho building* 
now’ occupied by the society on Von 
Dorries avenue. 

After this hospital is completed, Mr, 
Sehon will begin active work toward 
the establlstilng of another hospital In 
this cky for the permanent care of nil 
cripled chWdren. Mr. Sehon reo'ntly 
was elected one of seven members to 
serve on a nonrunJttee who will seek to 
establish such lK»8plUls throughout the 
country. Tlie Idea of this hospital la 
to train all erjpled p<?rsons for some 
employment which thoy will be able to 
foilow after they arc ‘’turned loose” 
from the hospital, even though they are 
Clippies. 

The Idea of this hospital was ogigl- 
nated by Miss Kitty Smith, an Indlara 
woman, and formerly a ward nf the 
National CVilldrens’ Horne Society. She 
recently wrote a biok in the interr^t of 
crippled persons, which incited the'men 
In eJiarge of the National Childrens’ 
Home Society to action along this lint*. 
They appointed a oommitic-e of reven 
men. who are to work toward this 
end. and Mr. ftehon was appointed to 
lake care of the w’ork In Kentucky. 


No report was received at tho r<^- 
lar monthly meeting of the Library 
Boarvl of the Louisville Free Public 
IJbrary yoatepday on the question of 
the mortgage that Is to be idaced on the 
building now’ occupied by the library.

W. F. Yust, the librarian. All of the 
other three mombe-nB of tho committee 
are chairmen of the Fiiuince C^xmtnlt- 
tee, Building Comanlfl4*e and the Li¬ 
brary Oonimmlttee.

Nashville. Tenn.. April 10.—[Special] 
Practically without opposition the 
House to-day amended and pasi^od the 
Tollfttt Hoad Bill, which provides for 
a State Highway Commission and for 
a comprehensive system of State road 
construction. As amended by the 
House, all reference to the liquor lax 
as the source of revenue Is eliminated 
and Instead an appropriation of $500,000 
per annum is made from the general 
revenues of the Stale.

measure passed In Tennessee, except 
the usual General Appropriation BUI, 
since the erection of the State Hou.se. 
It is a larger sum than the amount

This was about up 
I to tho exs>ootatlona of the most radical of the 
I bears, but fresh reports of damage hy "green 
bugs" to the crop to the Southwest outwoigtosl 
the effects of the Oovernmem's staliatlca. as U 
Is generally ooncoded that great Injury bos 
bean Inflicted since these figures ware compiled. 
Many reports were received to-day telling of 
the rapid spread of the ‘'green bug" to the 
wheat fields of Kansas. These advices were 
largely responsible for the urgent demand In 
evidence the last hour. The principal demand 
eoxly In the day came from commiselon houses, 
but late In the scselon snorts became active 
buyers. An absence rain In* Kansas and 
Nebraska was an additional bullish factor. The 
market closed strong, with prices near the 
highest point of the day. May wheat opened 
%0%c to %0%o higher at 77077 %o. sold at 
76%c and then advanced to 78c. Final quota¬ 
tions were at 77%c. Clearances of wheat and 
flour were e<^Ma to 128.700 bushels. Primary 
recelpu were 560.000 bushels, against 261.000 
for the correepondlng time one year ago. Min¬ 
neapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported receipts 
of 304 cars, against 417 last week and 80 one 
year ago. 

Trading In corn was quiet, but the market 
displayed considerable firmness. Cash houses 
and shorts were tho chief buyers and selling 
was scattered. A lively demand for caMt corn, 
small local receipts and strength of wheat and 
cats were the bullish Influences. The close 
was firm.

The question of whether the emtate of 
William H. Bryarly. worth $180,000, shall 
go entirely to his first cousins, of Ten¬ 
nessee. Illinois and New York, or whether 
the decedent's second cousins living at 
Hopkinsville shall participate In the di¬ 
vision was argued at length yesterday by 
an array of counsel before Judge Samuel 

H. Kirby. Though It Is a matter of legal 
doubt as to whether Mr. Bryarly's official 
residence was In this city or Clarksville, 
he made his home here for a number of 
years and is remembered by a large num¬ 
ber of persons who knew him.
